WHEN DEADLY BLOWS 
FELL UPON BURDICK 


Doctor Makes Statement That 
No Woman Visited Victim 
Night of Murder 


BURDICK WAS KILLED 
WHILE LYING ON COUCH 


Mother of Mrs. Burdick Tells of Hap- 
penings in the House on the 
Night of the Tragedy—No 
Clue Developes to the 
Murderer. 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 14.—The testf- 
mony of Mrs. Hull, mother of Mrs. Bur- 
dick, attracted the most interest at to- 
day’s session of the inquest into the 
murder of Edwin L. Burdick, which was 
begun this morning in the police court 
here before Judge Murphy. On account 
Of the small size of the court room, only 
@ limited number of were ad- 
mitted, 

Interesting evidence was also given by 
Dr. Howland, who stated that from the 
conaition of the body he was of the opin- 
fon that Burdick killed 
O'clock. This is regarded as important, 
as it would tend to nuljify the statements 
made to the district attorney by Officers 
Meyera “lone 
woman.” 

In reply to another question, an affirm- 
ative answer to’ which would have shown 
that a woman had been in the room, the 
doctor gave a negative reply. 

Mrs. Hull was the first witness at the 
afternoon session. Replying to questions 
of District Attorney Coatsworth she said 
that her daughter was at Atlantic City 
on the night of the murder. While Mrs. 
Burdick was at Atlantic City, the wit- 
ness received letters and telegrams from 
mer. After the murder witness telegraph- 
ed her daughter: 
“Come home; Mr. 
The reply was:

Isthmian Canal Treaty. 
Spooner Says Title Is 
Perfectly Valid. 


Washington, March 14.—Without the 
transaction of any business in open ses- 
sion, the senate went into executive ses- 
Previous to the closing of the doors 
the stenographers and all the employees 
of the official reporters’ office were sworn 
to secrecy, and when the doors were 
closed one of the reporters was invited 
into the chamber to make a detailed re 
port of the proceedings, with the under- 
standing that it should be published after 
the Tuesday next. Senator 
Spooner began his speech on the Panama 
canal treaty in reply to Senator Mor- 
Fan as soon as the doors were closed. 

Mr. Spooner spoke of the magnitude of 
the work in constructing a canal across 
the isthmus, which he expressed the opin- 
ion the United States would soon enter 
upon, and whieh had, he believed, the 
approval of all the vast majority of Me 
United States. 

The remainder of the speech was de- 
voted to sustaining the point of view pre- 
sented by Attorney General Knox in his 
speech upon the title which the Panama 
Canal Company is capable of making to 
canal property and franchises. He 
expressed the view that there could be 
no doubt that this company has come 
legitimately into possesswvu of the canal 
concession, and he said that having so 
acquired the property it had an undoubt- 
ed right to transfer it in turn to the 
United States or to any other purchaser. 

Spooner Replies to Morgan. 

Senator Spooner took. sharp issue with 
Senator Morgan as to the necessity of 
making inquiry concerning the credential 
of Senor Herran, who was Colombia's 
representative in the negotiations for the 
treaty with that country, saying that 
such a proceeding on the part of one 
country in negotiation with another would 
be most extraordinary and that it would 
certainly be resented. He contended 
one country in making a treaty with an- 
other must recognize the de facto gov- 
ernment of the other. He also made re- 
ply to Senator Morgan's references to the 
religious affiliations of the Colombia gov- 
ernment. Senator Morgan had contended 
that the United States had practically 
allied with the church party in Colombia 
and that it had in effect committed it- 
self to the terms of the concordat or 
agreement between. Pope Leo and the 
Colombian government. This. view Mr. 
Spooner characterized as entirely contra- 
ry to the facts. He said that ynder the 
treaty there would be no pretext for the 
interference by Colombian authorities 
with the religious conduct or affiliations 
of Americans in the canal zone. He ridi- 
culed the idea that by making a treaty 
with the government of Colombia the 
United States could thus be accused of 
taking a position against the minority 
party or the party not in power in the 
country with which the agreement was 
made and said that if a stricture of that 
kind was aplicable in the present case, 
it would apply to our relations with many 
other countries whose people are adher- 
ents of the Catholic faith. 

Title Clear, Says Spooner. 

In his discussion of the title to the 
Panama Canal Company, Senator Sp@on- 
er traced the hiscory of the liquidation 
proceedings concerning the canal conces- 
sion through the French courts. Begin- 
ning with the transference of the origi- 
nal concession to M. DeLesseps in 1879, 
showed how, in 1888, when the company 
organized by M. DeLesseps had become 
involved, the courts intervened and after 
appointing a liquidator had authorized 
the organization of a new company 
which is the company from. which the 
United States secures its title. This new 
company had been recognized by a law 
passed by the Colombian government in 
1890 which confirmed the original con- 
cession and made provision for paymente 
of stock and money to Colombia. There 
also had been other subsequent acts by 
the Colombian government which were 
of such a character as to leave no doubt 
of a perfect understanding between the 
Colombian government and the new 
canal company. Mr. Spooner contended 
for the regularity of every step taken 
and therefore urged that the claim of 
title was perfectly good. 

Senator Spooner claimed that the Unit- 
ed States would have an indisputable 
right to fortify the canal under the gen- 
eral provisions cf the treaty authoriz- 
ing its defense. 

Towards the close of his address Sen- 
ator Spooner was questioned by a num- 
ber of democratic senators, particularly 
by Senator Morgan. In reply to these 
questions and also of his own accord, 
Senator Spooner said there were some 
features of the treaty which he would 
prefer to have otherwise, but that the 
terms were the best it had been pos- 
sible to secure and in view of the popu- 
lar desire for an interoceanic canal, he 
belleved that expediency demanded that 
the treaty should be accepted as it had 
been sent to the senate by the presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Spooner closed at five minutes past 
5 o’clock after speaking for just five 
hours. He was followed by Senator De- 
pew, who read a written speech, support- 
ing the f4reaty as in the interest of the 
people of the entire country. He re- 
ferred to the criticism that the canal 
would be injurious to the railroad inter- 
ests of the country, and said that as a 
railroad man he was thoroughly con- 
vineced that such would not be the case. 
He was of the opinion that the construc- 
tion of the canal would stimulate all lines 
of business. 

Bacon Offers Amendment. 

Senator Bacon offered the following 
amendment to the treaty, being a substi- 
tute for article 23, to which the demv- 
cratic senators take exception: 

“The government of the United States 
shall have and exercise the exclusive 
right to provide and enforce such meas- 
ures as it may deem advisable and neces-

Morgan’s Statements. 

Senator Morgan, in executive session 
today, submitted a number of amend- 
ments to the Panama canal] treaty in ad- 
dition to those he has offered heretofore. 
Among the more important of Senator 
Morgan’s proposed amendments, includ- 
ing those offered today, are the following: 

Article IT is amended so as to give the 
United States a perpetual right to the 
canal tract, and the right to fortify the 
same. 

Article III, as amended, accords to the 
United States the right to fortify the 
group of small islands in the bay of 
Panama. 

The amendment to article XI provides 
that the United States shall have contro! 
of: the admission of persons to perma- 
nent residence in the canal zone. 

A further amendment provides that the 
government of Colombia engages to pro- 
tect, defend and fully to indemnify the 
United States against all incumbrances 
and valid claims against the property to 
be conveyed to the United States under 
the trenty. 

Article XXIII is amended so as to pro- 
vide that should it become necessary to 
employ armed forces for the safety or 
protection of the canal, the republic of 
Colombia ts to furnish the same when re- 
quested from the United States, but the 
United States is to have the right at all 
times to enter the canal zone and to oc- 
cupy the same with its land and naval 
forces. Other amendments strike out the 
time limits for completing the canal and 
provide that nothing in the treaty 
shall be construcd as modifying the 
Spooner act, and that the concordat be- 
tween the vatican and Colombia shall not 
apply to citizens or agents of the United 
States.

Sy Fat No Big Embankment 
on the Mississippi Has 
Given Away, 


VAST AREAS COVERED 
IN VICINITY OF NATCHEZ 


Overflow There Due to Break in 
Private Levee—As Strain on 
Levees Continues Fears of 
Those Protected by 
Them Increase. 


Washington. March 14.—The weather 
bureau tonight issued the following spe- 
cial river bulletin: 

The river situation has become rather 
more durin gthe past twenty- 
four hours over the districts below Cairo. 
At Memphis, as indicated by special ad- 
vices received this evening, the river is 
rapidly, the gauge reading 
87.2 feet, a rise of one-eighth of a foot 
since Friday evening. The 38-oot mark 
will probably be touched during the next 
twenty-four hours, and still higher stages 
will be experienced during the early por- 
tion of the coming week. 

in the Vicksburg district, from below 
Heelna to Vicksburg, the rise is likely to 
continue for the next eight days, and 
the following stages are probable: 

Arkansas City, 51; Greenville, 46, 
Vicksburg. 5 feet. 

At the latter city the stage tonight was 
489 feet. a rise of three-tenths of a foot 
since Friday night. 

In the New Orleans district nothing has 
occurred to lessen the gravity of the 
gituation. A torrential fall of 7.92 inches 
in the city of New Orleans are again 
repeated. The stage tonight is 19.2 feet. 
The following maximum stages are indi- 
cated tn the tributaries: 

At Chafalava river at Melville, 38 or 39; 
Red river. at Alexandria, 36 or 37, and 
Ouachita river, at Monroe, 40 feet. 

The rain will probably end ruring Sun- 
day in the Mississippi valley, but will 
continue in the Ohio valiey, where no 
material change is expected in river condi- 
tions. The water has come to a stand 
at Cajiro, and is falling slowly elsewhere, 
except between Cincinnati and Louis- 


ville.

“wamphis. Tenh., March 14.—The flood 
situation remains practically unchanged 
from yesterday. The river is rising stead- 
ily, the gauge a* noon marking 36.8 feet. 
As the great strain on the levees con- 
tinues, the fears of those dependent upon 
them for safety naturally increase. So 
far none of the big embankments have 
given away, although grave fears are 
expressed concerning the safety of a few. 

At Ashland, near Natchez, the breach 
fn the private levee is widening and 2 
vast area is under water. Special warn- 
ing bulletins have been issued by the 
United States engineers, captains of 


‘gteamers requesting them to run under 


slow steam and to remain away as far 
as possible fmm certain points which 
@re subjected to the greatest strain. 
Reports from Caruthersville, Mo., north 
of here, state that the levee is holding, 


‘and there is no immediate danger. 


Chief Engineer Pharr, of the St Francis 
levee board, has issued an order that no 
one will be allowed on or about thw 
levees after dark. A violation of these 
warnings will resuit in danger to the

Refugees continue to arrive in Memphis 
on every incoming boat. Al! steamers 
that went out this morning announced 
that they would not attempt to handle 
regular business, but would pick . up 
refugees and their belongings. 

At 2 o'clock the gauge registered 37.1 
feet; a rise of three-tenths in four hours. 
A steady rain is falling at Memphis and 
throughout the Mississippi valley today, 
Which adds to the seriousness of the 
Situation. 

Armed Guards on Levees. 

Vicksburg, Miss., March 14.—To guard 
against the possibility of levee cutting, 
and, also, to warn steam craft to keep 
off, President McClelland, of the Fifth 
Loulsiana levee board, has placed armed 
guards along the embankments in Ten- 
Sas, Madison and East Carroll par- 
ishes. Reports from al) along the line 
today report the levees holding splendidiy 
and if the rains would only cease and 
give the new work a chance to harden 
the danger of crevasses would be reduced 
to a minimum. 

Several steamers arrived in port today 
and last night loaded to the guards with 
refugees, cattle and household plunder. 
So far, only one fatality has accom- 
panied the flood in this section, the victim 
being a Yazoo river ferry man, who was 
swept off his flat boat. 

The river gauge here registered 48.4 at 
7 o'clock tongiht, a rise of two-tenths 
since 8 a. m., and 3.4 above the danger 
line. 

The rapid rise of the river threatens 
to inundate the lower compress and 5,000 
bales.of cotton are being hauled to a 
Place of safety. Refugees are flocking 
into the city. All indications point to a 
record-breaking flood. 

The stage ‘of the river tonight at 6 
o'clock is 37.3 feet and rising. a stage 
equal to the maximum of the flood of 
IS9y When such widespread damage was 
done throughout the delta. The rise 
since 6 o'clock this morning has been 
five-tenths. The maximum of the pres- 
ent rise is expected to reach here about 
Wednesday and officials of the weather 
bureau say they anticipate about 39 feet. 

All levees in this vicinity are reported 
to be holding and the engineers con- 
tinue to maintain their hopeful view of 
the situation with respect to breaks 
in the embankments. Despite these facts 
there is grave apprehension and the 
feeling of fear for the safety of the 
country behind the levees is increasing 
each day. One of the greatest causes of 
fear is anxiety that the levees may be 
cut by persons who would be benefitted 
thereby. This has caused the engineers 
to strengthen the levee patrols at all 
points and give them positive instruc- 
tions for the protection of. the embank- 
ments. It is reported from a point 20 
miles north of Memphis on the Arkansas 
side that a man was shot at by a guard 
last night. 

The situation in north Memphis, where 
the lumber region is flooded, is growinfi 
worse each hour. Today there are only 
two of the many woodworking plants in 
operation and a rise of a few inches more 
will force these to suspend. 

It is reported that the tracks of the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley raYroad 6 
miles south of the city have been flooded 
and that a force of men is at work rais- 
ing the track above fhe water. 

Captain Lucas, of the corps of United 
States engineers, left this afternoon for 
Caruthersville, Mo., on the government 
steamer Chiscat to make a personal in- 
vestigation of the situation there and be- 
tween Caruthersville and Memphis.

Mr. 'Tins$ey “has teen ‘treasurer’ of 
Macon for many years and has filled the 
Office faithfully and satisfactorily. Few 
men in the city have the respect and 
esteem of the citizens generally as Mr. 
Tinsley has it, and it is for that reason 
he is considered a strong man in the 
race he has just entered. 

Mr. Tinsley made his formal announce- 
ment a day or two ago, and since that 
time up to this many were 
anticipating his resignation as city treas- 
urer. But this afternoon an official in 
close touch with Mr. Tinsley gave it 
out that he would not resign the city 
treasurership. 

In a short time a rumor was current 
that Mr. Tinsley contemplated not only 
holding to the office he had until the 
election, but that it was his intention 
to keep it in event he was elected coun- 
ty treasurer and then discharge the du- 
t:es of both places. This rumor natu- 
rally ted to a great deal of talk and 
among the candidates especially there 
was a demand for Tinsley’s resignation 
at once as city treasurer or his retire- 
ment from the race for county treasurer. 

The action of Captain Kit Anderson 
in giving up his commission as county 
surveyor in order to run for county 
treasurer was cited as a precedent and 
Treasurer Tinsley, it was suggested, 
should do likewise. 

Mr. Tinsley could not be seen this eve- 
ning, but the friend who gave the first 
utterance for him was ready to talk, and 
when he talked it was ina most em- 
phatic manner. 

Tinsley’s Friends Talk. 

“Mr. Tinsley has no idea,” said the can- 
cidate’s friend, ‘‘of resigning the treas- 
ury to make the race. It is not neces- 
sary for him to do so, and he will not 
sever his connection with the office itn 
order to please a few candidates. No, 
he is in the race up to the day of bal- 
loting, and on that day he will be elec:- 
€d county treasurer,” 

“Will he attempt to hold both offices?” 
was asked. 

“Keep both offices? Why, of course 
not, but it isn’t necessary for him to re- 
Sign to make the race.” 

“But it has been said that he will not 
resign because he contemplates keeping 
the office he now has as well as the one 
to which he aspires in event he is elected 
= 32.”" 

“That is not true,"’ declared Mr. Tins- 
ley’s friend with some show of wrath. 
“There is not one word of truth in that 
statement.. If Mr. Tinsley {fs elected coun- 
ty .treasurer, and he will most certainly 
be, then he will resign the city treas- 
vryship. If he is defeated in the pend- 
ing race, he will stay where he is. 

“Because one Official resigned there is 
ro reason why another should do so. In 
fact, there was no reason why the first 
cne should have done so.’’

Officials at the city hall believe that 
there will be little difficulty in creating 
among the people such an interest in the 
bonds as will assure their passage. The 
election is to be held on April. 22, that 
being the date that was agreed upon dur- 
ing the meeting of. the joint committees 
Friday morning. 
The bonds are to be used in duplicating 
the system between Atlanta and the riv- 
er, and in putting at the Chattahoochee 
pumping station such engines ag will sup- 
ply the city with all the water that is 
Without the bonds the recent 
purchase of the new reservoir site will 
amount to nothing, as the new reservoir 
will be useless unless the city has the 
pumps with which to fil] it. The present 
pumps cannot be turned upon the new 
reservoir, because they have all they 
can do by running night and day to sup- 
ply the present needs of the city. 
The sewer situation is well Known. 
The city has already been threatened 
time and again with damage suits be- 
cause of the diseharge of sewerage upon 
the private property of those who reside 
near the mouths of the sewers. 

Bond Question Discussed. 
The bond question was well handled in 
the last annual report of the council's 
finance committee of 1902, of which 
Jusige E. C. Kontz was chairman. 
following is an extract: 
‘‘Now in regard to these proposed sewer 
and water bonds, it is not a question 
whether we want to issue additional bonds 
or not, but this: Practically one-half or 
more of our population is without city 
water supply and without sewer connec- 
tions, and, unhappily, what is worse, 
with an open, putrid, oderiferous and 
pestilent sewer branch before many doors, 
so near as to depreciate the value of 
property and to cause Sickness besides. 
Those who are without water connections 
have to use well water, in most cases 
admitedly dangerous to health, although 
they are entitled to the city water, 
all property has paid its share to the 
present large investment in the water 
plant. And besides, the city has a very 
large investment In latéra], sewers already 
laid, but for which no ¢hafge can be 
made until water is provided. With the 
furnishing of water these sewers would 
immediately yield a large return to the 
city. oe 
“With an investment of $200,000 in bonds 
and the natural increase of the use of 
water the water works income increased 
this vear $14,754.99, that is, increased suf- 
ficiently to pay the interest and sink- 
ing fund on said bonds and leave a 
surplus of $1,088.24 besides. With an In- 
vestment of $400,000 in additional water 
equipment and the natural growth of 
the city the income would immediately 
begin to pay the sinking fund deposit 
and interest on these new bonds, and 
with the perfection of our water 
sewer systems,

“The condition is critical. The exten- 
sion of water and sewerage systems can- 
not be provided out of ordinary general in- 
comes. To illustrate this, we may men- 
tion some of the things left undone this 
year for lack of funds: The old school 
houses need repairs and modern equip- 
ment; some four or five new school houses 
with their equipment and complement 
of teachers and other employees; all 
Sides of the city need additional school 
facilities, and we may here mention that 
a majority of the hold-over members of 
council agreed with the board of educa- 
tion that should the bonds carry $50,000 
would be placed from the general income 
to the credit of the boar& of education 
for the building of new school houses.’’

After resting under suspicion for nearly 
two years and lying in DeKalb county 
jail for six months, M@tt Willingham, a 
negro boy, believed at one time to be the 
murderer of little Bertha Jackson, was 


release at Decatur last Friday night by 
order of Judge Roane, and upon the re- 
quest of the solicitor. 

The relase of the prisoner recalls one 
of the foulest murders in the. histary of 
DeKa!l> county. In June, 1901, Bertha 
Jackson, the adopted daughter of R. FP. 
Flowers, was found dead in the woods 
near Flowers’ home, 2 miles from Deca- 
tur. The child disappeared from her 
home one afternoon. Flowers made dili- 
gent search for her, coming to Atlanta 
and invoking the aid of the police. For 
several days her disappearance remained 
a deep mystery. Ore morning a boy, in 
search for water cress°s, found the dea‘ 
body. 

There fo:lowed a long and most thor- 
cugh inquest by the coroner, the investi- 
gation being conducted by Attorney 
Hooper Alexander. Flowers ys closely 
questioned as were his wife and near 
neighbors. Suspicion from the first point- 
ed to the negro boy, Matt Willingham. 
He made several statements before the 
coroner's jury. The negro was working 
for Flowers at the time of the 
and had been seen talking to the little 
girl. The inquest was postponed from 
time to time for the purpose of obtaining 
additional evidence, but in the end noth- 
ing devcloped to prove that Willirngham 
committed the murder, nor could the 
jury secure evidence to show who had 
committed the dastardly crime. It was 
clear that the child had eiiher been mur- 
dered and her body taken to the woods. 
or she had been tolled to the woods and 
there murdered. There were tracks of a 
vehicle leading from the public road to 
the spot where the body was found. 

Secret atch on Him. 

Upon the advice of Attorney Alexander, 
Willingham was turned ‘loose. He soon 
left Decatur and rent to Campbell 
county, this siate. All the time he was 
kept under secret surveillance. Six months 
ego he was indicted by the grand jury 
and was rearrested and locked up. This 
was against the advice of Attorney Alex- 
ander, who believed if the negro was 
guilty it was best to let him think he 
forgotten, when he 
might do cr say something which would 
iead to hiz conviction. 

Before court adjourned for 
last Friday, the Willingham case was 
sounded, and it was decided two let the 
rTéegro £0 on his own recognizance, as 
sufficient evidence to convict him was no’ 
in possession of the state.

WANT PEACE BEFORE 
CALLING A PASTOR 


Jones Avenue Church Members May 
Defer Matter Indefnitely. 


PLAN MEETS WITH FAVOB 


Sentiment in Favor of Restoring 
Harmony Before Supplying Pas- 
torate—Rev. Mr. Holtzclaw 
Preaches Farewell Ser- 
mon Tonight.

It is expected that the matter of call- 
ing another pastor to the Jones Avenue 
Baptist church to succeed Rev. W. J. 
Holtzclaw, who resigned Thursday night, 
will be postponed indefinitely, as there is 
a strong sentiment among members of 
the church against supplying the pastor- 
ate until factional lines have been wiped 
out of the church and the present disor- 
ganized condition is supplanted by har- 
mony. A feeling is prevalent that should 
another pastor be called at the present 
time, such a move would likely have the 
effect of continuing the two factions in 
force and of prolonging the dissension 
and gtrife that have marked the recent 
trouble. It is the belief, therefore, that 
the best plan for the church to pursue 
is for different pastors to be invited to 
Supply the pulpit until the church differ- 
ences are thoroughly adjusted. 

A member of the board of deacons, in 


| speaking of the matter, said: 


“I do not think it would be wise for 
the church to call another pastor just 
at this time. If this should be done 
while the membership is divided into two 
factions the pastor might lean too much 
toward one or the other of the factions 
and such a condition of affairs would in 
all probability mean a continuation of 
the trouble. Weowish to avoid any fur- 
ther trouble, and for this reason prefer 
to allow the pulpit to remain vacant, as 
far as a regular pastor is concerned, un- 
til harmony is restored.’ 

Members to Withdraw. 

As has previously been stated, it is 
expected that a number of the members 
who supported Rev. Mr. Holtzclaw, 
among whom are certain of the deacons, 
will call for their letters and withdraw 
from the church at the next conference 
in April. The total number of letters that 
will be requested is placed at twenty- 
five.

OF GEORGIA AND SOUTH 


MONG the notable visitors in the 
A city yesterday was Edward H. But- 

ler, editor and proprietor of The 
Buffalo, N. Y., News. 

Mr. Butler said he felt sure that the 
future of Georgia was bright with great 
promise, and that the only thing needful 
to complete the leavening forces that 
are at work developing and improving 
the state is a class of thrifty and ambi- 
tious immigrants. He declared that every 
inducement should be offered by the state 
In the shape of land grants and reduced 
transportation rates to secure the tide 
of immigration. | 

“The trouble in the past has been,” 
declared Mr, Butler, “foreign capital has 
been wary of Investments in this state. 
There is no question but that New York 
investors were extremely unwilling to 
risk any considerable amounts in south- 
ern investments. That day of uncertain- 
ty and suspicion Is now happily over and 
all the money nécessary can be readily 
found to finance any legitimate enterprise 
that promises good returns. 


Power of the Press. 

“It seems to me the factor that has 
been most influential tn bringing about 
this change is the newspapers. The con- 
Servative press of the south and gifted 
speakers who have told of her resources 
and advantages in glowing terms, before 
representative audiences in the money 
centers of the country, have won the 
hight for this section. In the front rank 
and foremost among the best papers of 
the south I would name The Atlanta Con- 
stitution. It is known almost wherever 
Georgia is known, and its reputation Is 
practically coeval with that of Atlanta. 
During the years of my journalistic work 
I have met many brainy journalists from 
the south and have watched the careers 
of its most prominent publications. All 
have done part of the work of develop- 
ment, and I have no intention of dispar- 
aging any, for I have good friends 
throughout the southern field, but The 
Constitution’s work and reputation is 
preeminent. 

“An an illustration of what I mean, 
let me ask you how many people do you 
suppose there are who know well of The 
Springfield Republican, but would have 
to stop and think if asked to locate 
Springfield?

Dick Cosby Kills Will Birclfin Front 
Decatur Street Saloen. 


The Decatur street Saturday night fes- 
tivities ended last night with a killing, 
one negro driving a knife straight through 
the heart of another. 

Dick Cosby, a negro with one eye out, 
stabbed Will Birch with a pocket knife 
in front of a saloon at the corner of De- 
eatur and Ivy streets shortly before 10 
o'clock. Both had been In the saloon 
and were drinking. No one knows what 
the row was about. They were seen talk- 
ing together and Cosby drew back his 
hand and struck one blow and then ran 
down Ivy street. Birch staggered back- 
ward and fell near the middle of Decatur 
street. Bystanders thought Cosby had 
struck ‘Birch with his fist. When they 
reached Birch he was gasping for breath, 
while the blood poured from a wound 
over the heart. 

The ambulance came, but before Birch 
reached the hospital he was dead. 

Fully one thousand negroes flocked to 
the scene of the murder and it was all 
four or five policemen and the chief could 
do to keep the crowd back from the dy- 
ing man. Nearly all the Decatur stores 
and saloons were quickly deserted, while 
a stream of negroes thronged the street 
and sidewalks. 

Cosby, the slayer, is a youth 20 years 
of age. Three or four years ago one of 
his eyes was shot out with a toy pis- 
tol on Christmas day. He has been ar- 
rested a number of times, and is well 
known to the police.

“New Orleans, March 14, 1903.—New Or- 
leans has determined that the annual re- 
union of the United Confederate Veterans. | 
which will take place in the Crescent City | 
May 19, 20, 21 and 22. shall be the moat 
momentous gathering of the ‘old sol- 
dier boys’ held during the past decade. 

“Representing, as it does. possibly the 
most attractive point in the great south, 
it is consequently dear to the hearts of 
the men who fought and bled during 
those trying times forty odd vears ago. 
The southern metropolis stands for, pos- 
Sibly, the greatest aggregate importance, 
financially and socially, in a wonderful- 
ly prosperous south. It witnessed its 
homes depleted of thousands and thou- 
Sands of brave souls who left their fam- 
ilies and their belongings to take up arms 
in a cause for which they were ready to 
Sacrifice everything most dear. Thou- 
Bands went; thousands remained away; 
and, the ones who returned to take wp 
the burdens they had dropped at the 
first call, and who have survived the vicis- 
fitudes of fortune and of fate during the 
long interim, stand with open arms ready 
to welcome to their homes and to their 
lasting affections their brothers who had 
Stood ‘on the line’ amid the storm aud 
fury which marked the awful battles of 
the civil war.

From 
Colonel Harral it is learned that the 
railroads ‘entering in New Orleans are 
making every arrangement necessary fol 
the handling of the members of the 1,560 
camps which comprise the entire organi- 
zation of the veterans. The rates will be 
mace low enough to prove an incentive 
to even the most humble of the old ‘‘vets,’’ 
who will find this feature no impediment 
in his desire to reach the convention. 

“The committee on accommodation has 
arranged for a system of ‘room listing’ 
Which, in addition to the accommoda- 
tion provited by the hotels, will enabie 
the visitors to be taken care of without 
the annoying waits so frequent on oc- 
casions of the kind under consideration. 
At least ten thousand rooms will be 
registered with the several ‘information 
bureaus’ provided for the purpose, and tic 
committee nas definite assurance that the 
rates for board ard lodgings wiil be 
very reasonable. Arrangements have 
teen made, through the kindness of the 
United States government officials, for a 
large number of army tents which wisi 
be nitched within the inclosure of the 
‘fair grounds,’ one of the loveliest loca- 
tions m tae city of New Orleans, weil 
drained an@ provided with conveniences 
which will make the ‘Canvas City’ one ot 
the most desirable features of the re- 
union. These tents will be provided with 
all the comforts necessary, and, in addi-

oPlans have peen prepared for the con- 
vention auditorium which will be erect- 
ed at the fair grounds, wid work upor 
this building will be begun within the 
next ten days. The auditorium will be oc 
sufficient size to actommcdate the esti- 
rnated number of veterans, and the con- 
veniences will be so arranged as to en- 
able those present to keep closely in 
touch with the speakers and the pro- 
ceedings. 

“Elaborate plans have been m 
the entertainment of the veterans, and 
in addition to competitive drills and 
military parades in which a number of 
companies from other states will par- 
ticipate, a grand ball will be given dur- 
ing the convention. The committee on 
reception will provide a simple metho 
of registration, showing name, company 
and residence, which will be open to the 
public. It is desired that every attend- 
ant upon the convention take advantage 
of this fact in order to simplify matters 
for the varicus committees having their 
comfort at interest. Bureaus of infor- 
mation will be established both in the 
city and at the ‘air grounds, by means 
of which the thousands of visitors will 
be enabled to secua information, no 
matter upon whit subject. There will 
also be established at the fair grounds 
a submailing station or postoffice at 
which mail may be posted, stamps pur- 
chased and mail distributed. This sub- 
station will be under the supervision of 
the United States postal authorities, and. 
with an adequate force of expert mall 
men, will undoubtedly be a very attrac- 
tive feature of the gathering. The com- 
mititee on hotels and accommodation 
will shortly prepare a circular letter to 
be addressed to each of the 1,500 United 
Confederate Veteran camps of the United 
States, soliciting information which may 
enable the committee, as soon as pos- 
sible. to determine the approximate rum- 
ber of old soldiers who will attend the 
reunion.

They do in this 
way more good than they have the slight- 
est idea and far more than the outside 
world ever gives them credit for dolng. 

Who knows but the 50 cents taken up 
in scattering pennies in an after collec- 
tion and taken to an old woman Or man 
in the hut in an alley who has spent 
all of his or her best years in the ser- 
vice of God and His church and who in 
young days gave freely to it, 1 say who 
knows but it. will bring to the church 
as great a blessing as the $50 pald to a 
bank taken up in one of those “dress 
parade” collections?

When Winkles was arrested on the war- 
rant for bigamy, he admitted having 
married his wife No. 2 recently, but said 
he had Information that wife No. I had 
recently died and been wvuried before he 
married the last time. 

Brother in Law Wrote Letters.. 

In support of his good faith in this 
statement, he showed two letters he had 
received by due course of mail from a 
brother in law of his wife No. 1, in Har- 
alson county. The first letter was writ- 
ten him voluntarily, as he claims, and in- 
formed him that his wife, No. 1, the pros- 
ecutor, had recently died and been bur- 
ied, 

To this first letter, Winkles claims that 
in order to make more certain about the 
fact, wrote inquiry for confirmation 
of. the story and received a second letter, 
which he has, confirming the story of 
her death and burial and that after wait- 
ing six weeks and hearing nothing to 
the contrary he contracted marriage with 
his wife No, 2, in Douglas county, near 
this community.

The downpour of salmon cdlored rain in 
the west of England and Wales lately, 
causing terror among the simple-minded, 
is being subjected to earnest scientific in- 
quiry, Other parts of the British isles, 
and the continent, appear to have escaped 
this phenomenon, thotgh both in i901 
and 1902 similar salmon-colored rains 
reached England after they had passed 
over parts of Europe. 

Many, remembering the predicted arival 
of dust clouds from the volcanic dis- 
turbances in the West Indies, have as- 
sumed that the terra-cotta-hued dust (left 
after evaporating some of the peculiar 
rain which has just fallen in England) 
owes its origin to the eruption of Mont 
Pelee.

iuae carnival here ‘has been as merry as 
ever, but while in former years practi- 
cally no disorders have taken place, the 
crowds this year have been very unruly. 

It is not the Parisians who cause the 
trouble, 

All they want is to sing, dance and be 
merry, but a large number of criminals, 
especially pickpockets, have invaded the 
city this year. 

The carnival always brings thousands 
of well-to-do Americans and Englishmen 
to the city, and their wealth attracts 
crooks from all parts of Europe. 

On Shrove Tuesday, this year, the po- 
lice arrested over 400 criminals, many of 
them armed with clubs and revolvers, 
and numerous assaults and _ robberies 
were reported. 

The papers here all advise the abolition 
of the carnival, but Paris would not be 
itself without it, and I sincerely hope that 
less drastic measures may prove suffi- 
clent. 


The rumor is getting every day more 
consistent that the Humbert family will 
not be tried in a court of assizes, but by 
the tribunal of correctional police. Now, 
I must explain to my American readers 
that in a court of assizes prisoners are 
tried by jury, and may be condemned 
to imprisonment, penal servitude and 
death. 

In the court of correctional police pris- 
oners are tried by three magistrates and 
without a jury. In these tribunals the 
maximum penalty that can be meted out 
is five years of imprisonment. 

From this you might be led to infer 
that the Humbert family would prefer 
being tried by the correctional police to 
having to face a court of assizes. 

Your conclusion woulu be wrong, be- 
cause there is much more chance of being 
acquitted by a jury, whom great advo- 
cates can easily persuade of the inno- 
cence of their clients, than by magis- 
trates, who, before the trial begins, have 
practically made up their minds as to 
the guilt or innocence of the prisoners, 
and on whom advocates make no impres- 
sion whatever. 

So it may be that the correctional po- 
lice has been chosen in order that the 
Humbert family may have no chance of 
escaping imprisonment. 

But this is not all, and a much more 
forcible reason may be the cause of the 
government’s resolution. 

The leader of the band, the famous 
Therese Humbert, has from the very be- 
ginning refused to answer any question 
put to her by the examining magistrate. 

Her only answer has ever been, ‘‘When 
the trial comes off I will speak and make 
all the revelations I have to make.” 

Now, in @ court of assizes, the prisoner 
is allowed full liberty of speech, and if it 
is true that the government is afraid of 
the possible revelations of the notorious 
lady, they may prefer sending her to a 
court of correctional police, where the 
magistrates would compel her to simply 
confine herself to answering the questions 
put to her and nothing else. 

And that is why the accusation of forg- 
ing, which could only be tried in a court 
of assizes, may be dropped, and be one 
of swindling only, which is an offense 
tried by correctional police. 


The Newest Pensions. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Washington 
—Conferees on the senate bill to increase 
the pensions of those who have lost limbs 
in the military or naval service of the 
United States, or are totally disabled, 
have reached an agreement. The meas- 
ure provides that those who have lost 
oné hand or foot, or been totally disabled 
in the same, shall receive a pension at 
the rate of 40 a month. Of these there 
were 8,368 in Aprfl, 1902. Those who have 
lost an arm at or above the elbow or a 
leg at or above the knee shall receive a 
pension of $46 a month. Of these on the 
same date there were 2.357 on the pen- 
sion rolls. 

Those who have lost an arm at the 
shoulder or a leg at the hip, or where 
the same is in such control as to pre- 
vent the use of an artificial limb, $55 a 
month. Of these there were in April, 
1902. 1,724 pensioners, 

Those who have lost one arm and one 
foot, $60 a month. There are but seven- 
teen of these. 

The pension of those who have lost 
both feet shall be°$i@) a month. There 
are but seven or eight of such pensioners 
on the roila,

TO MURDER Witt

on Intervened and Was <Blown 
Into Atoms, 


Henson Then Stabbed His Wife and, 
Tried To Kill Himself—The 
House Was Made a Total 
Wreck by the Ex- 

plosion. “ 


Special Correspondence. 

London, March 4.—In all the long Ifst 
of desperate acts on the part of men 
inflamed by jealousy, there are few more 
diabolic than that of the Ramsgate work- 
man, who, this week, blew up with dyna- 
mite his own house in an attempt to de 
stroy himself, his wife and his son, and 
gave the latter a chance to die a hero. 

The thing was done by means of q car 
tridge, the fuse of which the man lighted 
in the presence of his wife and son, with 
whom he had been quarraling. After do- 
ing this he attacked the woman with a 
knife and then used it to cut his own 
throat. But, perhaps, the most striking 
thing about the affair was the courags 
and presence of mind of theeson, who was 
literally blown to pleces in attempting to 
éave his mother’s life. 

The young man’s mangled body was 
found when the ruins of the house, which 
was literally wrecked by the explosion, 
were searched. The husband and wifs 
were got out alive and may recover, How 
the thing happened has been told by a 
young man who lodged with the family. 
He was tn the house when the exploston 
took place, but miraculously escaped de- 
struction. 

Samuel Henson is the name of the man 
who took this terrible means of putting 
an end to his domestic troubles. It {s 
unnecessary to tell the story of the arti- 
san’s suspicions of his wife, which, by 
the way, are believed to have been 
groundless. They go back for several 
years. Henson had been away from home 
for nearly a vear, wandering about from 
place to place in search of work, during 
which time his son, aged 20, and his wife 
kept things going at home as best they 
could. 

Henson Returns Home. 

Last Thursday, the elder Henson eud- 
denly turned up at his home again. He 
noticed suddenly that his wife was bet- 
ter dressed than usual and demanded to 
know how she came by her clothes. So 
began a quarrel tn which the father, 
mother and son took part. The wife had 
threatened before to get a separation 
from Henson, and she renewed the 
threat, in which her son, William Hen- 
son, backed her up. The discussion end- 
ed when Henson banged out of the house 
in a towering rage—promising, however, 
to return and make trouble. 

He came back presently carrying under 
one arm what seemed to he a small box, 
wrapped up in a handkerchief. This he 
set down on the floor and then dropped in 
a chair, to renew the row, shouting so 
loudly that the young lodger on the floor 
above heard every word. Whe nthe alter- 
cation reached its climax, Henson was 
heard to yell: 

“It’s to be finished, ts it? Well, there?” 

And as he spoke, the man must have 
exposed the dynamite cartridge, which he 
had brought with him, and lighted the 
fuse. Part of such a fuse was found 
in the ruins of the house. The car- 
tridge is supposed to have contained from 
3 to 4 ounces of explosive. Henson prob- 
ably threw the infernal machine on the 
floor, when his son proved what stuff he 
had in him. Evidently he jumped for- 
ward, got hold of the cartridge and rush- 
ed off with it into the pantry, meaning 
to plunge it into water, and without any 
thought that his father would attempt to 
do further mischief. Seeing his victim 
in a fair way to escape him, hiwever, 
Henson must have drawn his pocket knife 
and attacked his’wife with it viciously, 
wounding her terribly on the head and 
arms. 


Exploded in His Hand. 


As she was beset, the woman cried 
out; 

“O, Will, come! 

The cry was addressed to the lodger tn 
the room above, The young man heard 
the appeal, and, leaping from his bed, he 
Started out of his room, when there came 
an ear-splitting report and the whole 
house seemed to collapse under him. Half 
blinded by the dust that came from be- 
low, he caught at the door posts, and 
then, finding that the stairs had fallen 
in, he climbed.down through the bed 
room window. 

Evidently the dynamite cartridge ex- 
ploded in young Henson’s hand before 
he could get it into the water. His 
clothes were completely stripped frorn 
his body, and his left hand and left foot 
were blown away. Several hours’ work 
was necessary before his remains could 
be exhumed from under the mass of laths 
and plaster. 

Samuel Henson must have sit his own 
throat immediately he had struck his wife 
down, in other words, before the cata- 
clysm came, for he wag found, as was his 
wife, buried under the debris, blood pour- 
ing from the gash in his neck. Both 
were able to speak when rescued, and as 
soon as the man’s hands were freed he 
made a frantic effort to tear open his 
wound, but was prevented. An added 
touch of human interest was given to ihe 
Story when the woman, when visited yes- 
terday in the hospital with the object of 
getting her deposition, refused to open 
her lips against her husband. The hor- 
ror of the tragedy is completed by the 
fact that the Hensons eldest son arrived 


home from South Africa the morning 
after the tragedy.

Cornell explained that, having been 
prudent enough to buy his supply at 
normal prices, he was in a position to 
sell to them. at normal prices and did 
not propose to exact a penny more of 
profit because the market price of an- 
thracite had advanced entirely out of 
proportion to his own selling price.

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IN GREATER NEW YORK 


New York, March 14.—The friends of Dr. 
George F. Shrady, editor of The Medical 
Record, are urging him anew to write a 
pook and there is a possibility that he will 
do #0. 

If he does the volume ts pretty certain 
to be an interesting one, since the doctor 
has lived a busy and interesting life in the 
biggest of the new world’s cities in an 
epoch of great impaytance. He has 
achieved a high place in the medical pro- 
fession, and has come tn contact with a 
large number of his contemporaries most 
worth knowing. 

Naturally the book would include some 
chapters about General Grant, since Dr. 

} @hrady was his physician from the begin- 
ning of his last illness to the end. In the 
, enxious months during which the great 
‘goldier’s life was slowly ebbing away the 
physician came to know him in a way 
that no one else ever did. 

While in attendance upon the general 
pr. Shrady met nearly all the other great 
American soldiers of the time, and the 
anecdotes he com tell of them and many 
others who have been prominent in the 
world of action in the last few @ecades 
will surely make the book a readaple one. 

Dr. Shrady is one of the few living 
Americans of position in whom the journal 
habit has survived. His journals now 
embrace a whole book shelf full of neat 
red leather bound volumes and the daily 
entries in them form a combined record 
of his life and what is pretty nearly a 
history of the stirring period in which he 
has lived. 

The reading of portions of these journals 
to a party of intimate friends the gther 
evening brought forth a strong demand on 
their part that the doctor should take 
his daily memoranda as a basts and pre- 
pare something for the entertainment and 
instruction of the general public. Though 
the doctor takes great personal pride in 
his journals and their contents, he ts in- 
clined to be modest when the suggestion 
that they would be of value to others is 
made, but his friends believe that his 
modesty will yet be overcome. 

The late Methodisi Bishop Newman also 
kept a daily journal during all his active 
life. Like Dr. Shrady, Bishop Newman 
had a calling and a career which enabled 
him to gain a view of his times and his 
contemporaries that was both broad and 
intimate. Like Dr. Shrady, too, Bishop 
Newman was a close friend of General 
Grant, being his favorite clergyman. 

It was the intention of Bishop Newman 
to embody the essence of his journals in a 
book. as he informed the writer not more 
than a year or two before his death, but 
he was a busy man, and the time needed 
for its preparation was never found. 
Whether the journals are now in the 
hands of anyone who sees the possibilities 
in hem is not known. 

They would certainly form a valuable 
contribution to thf history of modern 
times ‘@ Am@iica and they would throw 
many interesting sidelights upon the 
events $* civil war times and the years im- 
mediately following. They would also 
cover a very widé range, since the bishdp 
Was a great traveler in the latter part of 
his life. He circumnavigated the globe in 
the interests of the Methodist church, 
visiting a great majority of all the civil- 
ized rulers then in power. South America 
and Furope received closer attention than 
any other parts of the world, but his jour- 
neyings included Asia and Africa as well. 

Dr. Shrady has not spent so much time 
abroad as Bishop Newman did, but his 
journals show much closer observation of 
the life and manners of his own times 
and his own cougStrymen. 

Like every man whose life has included 
the close of the nineteenth century and 
the beginning of the twentie@h, he has 
witnessed a tremendous evolution. And as 
he has passed his life in the metropolis 
of the new world he has seen the greatest 
contrasts and the most rapid changes. 

Just how great this evolution has been, 
just how rapid the changes, we are all 
prone to forget. But there is no doubt 
that to New Yorkers of today the métrop- 
olis of the eighties. for instance, could 
they visit it now, would appear to be a 
provincial town. There have been changes 
fn the old world capitals, of course, but 
not to compare with the changes here, 
both because they still retain some of the 
old backwardness that New York has 
shaken off, and also because in many 
Ways they were thew far in advance of 
this town. 

Few like to admit it, but New York is 
etill far behind in some directions, and 
the same is true of nearly every American 
city. A well-known millionaire who start- 
ed on his first trip to the old world a few 
months ago said on the eve of his depar- 
ture that he believed New York was going 
“tunnel mad.’ On his return, the other 
day, after visiting Ieondon and Paris, he 
took it all back. He now beligves this 
town to be inexcusably backward In trans- 
portation and from henceforth will lift 
Kis voice unceasingly in favor of more 
holes in the ground. 

At the same time, he says the old 
world towns have much to learn from 
little old New York, and he predicts that 
London in particular will soon show, most 
Surprisingly, the influence of American 
ideas. In surface trolleys especially there 
will be a great revolution, he says, in the 
British capital. The streets will be almost 
transformed in appearance by tke building 
of the proposed ‘electric trams,’”’ and 
many old landmarks, dear to the heart of 
the Londoner, are about to disappear for 
the erection of modern steel-framed, 
Americanized structures. He does not be- 
lieve, however, that JIondon will ever 
stand for the sky-scraper. Surface room 
is even more valuable there than in New 
York, but the conservative English mind 
will never bring itself to look with allow- 
ance upon twenty-story buildings. 

The present movement for new build- 
ings in London, however, throws some 
illumination upon the present state of evo- 
lution over there. A well-known English- 
Man, visiting this country a few years 
ago, said then to the writer that he 
could not understand the Americans at 
all, adding: 

“The way you tear down great substan- 
tlal buildings that have not been built 
More than twenty or thirty years, and 
@re practically as good as G@ver, to build 
bigger and taller ones in their stead, stag- 
gers me. It seems to me that a people 
Who will do this must have something of 
‘instability, almost of hysteria about them,

Anthony Hope Hawkins, the “Dolly 
Dialogue”’ man, is having a good time in 
America on this yisit. He always does, 
for he has many persunal friends, as well 
as thousands of admirers from a distance 
in New York. 

In 1898, when he was here last. I think, 
he was a guest at a New Year's dinner 
Siven at one of the Chinese. restaurants 
‘in Mott street. Besides Hiope there were 
Several persons of prominence present, 
though the party was not large, among 
them being Paul Leicester Ford, Julian 
Ralph and Robert E. Peary, of arctic 
fame. 

Of these three, only Peary remains alive. 
Speaking humanly, Peary was fhen much 
more likely, to be taken first than any one 
present, since he was planning the trip 
toward the pole, which he has since made 
with a measure of success. 

Ralph, it will be remembered. went to 
South Africa as a war correspondent for 
one of the London journals and there suf- 
fered hardships that undoubtedly led to 
the disease which killed him. 

Paul Leicester Ford’s death, tragic and 
horrible beyond degree, and at the hands 
of his brother, created an immense sensa- 
tion some time last year, and ended a 
literary career that was about equally dl- 
vided between performance and promise. 


Mr. Hawkins likes New York, with 
qualifications of course, belng an English- 
man. Of its transportation service he 
has many things of a good naturedly sar- 
castic sort to say. One wet, rainy day, 
when an interviewer called to see him, the 
English writer asked how one could get 
about in New York in such bad weather. 

“Why,” said the reporter, “there are the 
horse cars, the trolley cars, the elevated 
roads and the—’”’ 

“The cabs? Who, pray, can patronize 
them?’ 

‘““Millionalres,”’ replied the reporter, who 
knew how it was himself. 

“Well, I should think so,” sighed the 
Englishman with an air suggestive of a 
probable tilt with a cabman. He couldn't 
be induced to relate the story, though. 

Anthony Hope's dislike for the electric 
car of all grades is fully matched by his 
aversion to skyscrapers. 

When Hope was here five vears ago his 

chief mission was the gathering in of 
American shekels by giving readings from 
his own works. He aid fairly well with 
them, too, but his intake was not 50 
large as Ian Maclaren’s by a good deal, 
_ Maclaren (Dr. Watson) got: more out of 
America in this way than anv RBritisher 
since the days of Dickens. He won a small 
fortune. Thackeray did very well, too. 
and Dr. A. Conan Doyle, fhe creator of 
“Sherlock Holmes,” got = something, 
— not nearly as much as he hoped 
or. 

Possiblv {t was his comparative lack of 
success that soured Dovle a bit on Ameri- 
ca; anyway, his temper was rather bad 
a good part of the time he was here. Once 
or twice it led him to be positively rude, 
they say, to his hosts. 

Visiting foreigners of distinction gen- 
erally are made much of in America. Dr. 
Torenz, the Vienna doctor, who prac- 
ticed bloodless surgery on the children of 
rich and poor alike. evidently “had the 
time of his life’ in America. 

He has long been known as a good sur- 
geon at home, but he never knew himself 
how truly great he was till he stepped on 
these shores. Neither dig his country- 
men. 

In England, whither Dr. TYvorenz went. 
after leaving the states. he was received 
in a friendly manner, but with not near- 
Iv so much effusiveness. It is possible 
that there was something of self-seeking 
on the part of certain Americans In the 
wav he was boomed here. It did no harm, 
though, unless to Dr. Lorenz himself. 
That seems hardly likely, for according to 
all accounts he is a singularly good-natur- 
ed. well-balanced old gentleman; one not

Boston, March 13.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—After all that has been said Bos- 
tonians will not have the chance to wit- 
ness the edifying spectacle of its board of 
aldermen being marched off to prison 
cells under guard of a detachment of 
United States troops as was a possibility 
last week. This was the penalty dang- 
ling before the eyes of the board for 
being in contempt of the United States 
government as represented by the war 
department. 

In this year’s loan bill, which is prac- 
tically the city government's budget for 
the fiscal year, was an item of $50,000 for 
the widening of the draw in the Congress 
street bridge in order to permit the pass- 
age of larger vessels to the wharves of 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
at South Boston. When the loan Dill 
first came up and even before Mayor Col- 


lins had sunk his official ax deeply into 
it, some of the members of the board of 
aldermen announced that they would ob- 
ject to this item, as it favored a trust. 
The matter of a wider draw in this partic- 
ular bridge has, however, been agitated 
for some years and its demanded by a 
number of other business interests In 
South Boston which have no connection 
in any way with the sugar trust. 

Despairing of doing anything with the 
local statesmen these interests appealed 
to Washington and the matter wag re- 
ferred to the war department, which has 
jurisdiction over the navigable streams 
and harbors of the country. An investi- 
gation of the situation by the experts of 
the department was favorable to the pe- 
titioners and an order for the widening 
of the draw came from Washington ad- 
dressed to the city authorities. To that 
end an item of $50,000 was included in the 
loan Dill, 

The item was promptly turned down by 
the aldermen and then it developed that 
by failing to comply with the order of 
the war department the board collective- 
ly and individually had placed itself in 
contempt of the United States govern- 
ment and was liable to the pains and 
penalties incident to such action. Im- 
prisonment in a federal jail is one of 
them. 

That the knowledge of this fact had 
an influence upon some members of the 
board was evident when the loan Dill 
came up for final action in the board 
this week. The item for widening the 
draw was restored and although Alder- 
man Martin Lomasney, of ward eight, still 
opposed it and declared that the order of 
the war department was nothing but 
a “bluff” and the contempt proceedings 
would never be enforced, there were 
enough weak-kneed brethren to vote for 
the item to have it adopted. Thus Bos- 
ton is saved from active hostilities with 
the United States government and the 
board of aldermen is still at liberty. 

Up in the state house is a bright and 
handsome little woman who the offictals 
say is the only woman in the world to 
have under her charge millions in money 
and securities. She is Miss Lucy Bridge, 
of Malden, and for twenty-nine, years 
she has been a member of the clerical 
staff of the state treasurer's otfice. For 
the past nineteen years she has held the 
position of third clerk and in that capac- 
ity has seen state treasurers and their 
favorite clerks come and go while shé 
hs quietly but effectively held her posi- 
tion. She draws a salary that many men 
in the state house envy, $1,400 per year, 
and an effort is now being made to have 
it increased to $1,800. 

Miss Bridge's duties are onerous and 
important and it is the opinion of those 
who are familiar with her work that she 
fully earns her salary. She has charge 
of all the bonded securities in the sink- 
ing funds and alli the other funds, gen- 
eral and trust, of the state. 

She also handles all the coupons and 
clips them for collection, has charge of 
all the stock ledgers and books of regis- 
tration, prepares every month schediles 
of the registered interest due that month 
fills out every blank bond in preparation 
for the signature of the state treasurer 
and has general charge of the bond de- 
partment of the office. 

It will be seen from the Hst enumera- 
ted that Miss Bridge has not much of a 
sinecure, but there are a number of pa- 
triots in and about Beacon HiIl] who 
would be only too glad to serve the state 
and enjoy the clipping of coupons, and 
more than one effort has been made to 
have her transferred to some other de 
partment of the office and allow a duly 
qualified male voter to take the position. 
The civil service law, however, protects 
Miss Bridge and even if it did not her 
efficient work would serve as an effective 
bar against any change in her position 

Two Boston senators, Messrs, Sullivan 
end Harrington, are Much concerned over 
the appproaching invasion of the Hub by 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery com- 
pany of London, and have appeared in 
remonstrance against the bill allowing 
the British warriors to bear flerarms on 
their visit to this city as the guests of the 
Boston Ancients next September. The 
bill, by the way, was introduced merely 
as a formality, to legalize the bearing 
of arms by the Britons, there being a 
law in this state that no bodies other 
than the regular troops of the United 
State, the militia of the state and a few 
other bodies can bear firearms, loaded or 
otherwise, in this state. Bodies of visit- 
ing militia from other states, even if they 
are only passing through Massachusetls, 
must obtain a permit from the governor 
or else leave their déadly, if unloaded, 
weapons behind them. 

Bodies of men from foreign countries 
may only land on the sacred soil of the 
old Bay State with arms in their hands 
by a special act of the legislature and 
go the bill was introduced. 

Messrs. Sullivan and Harrington claim 
that they oppose the bill on the score of 
consistency, inasmuch as the state pro-

desire of the Bostonians to give their 
English visitors a good time when they 
land here, and already the commissary 
department of the company has had to 
call for assistance in getting together 
the stores needed for the campaign. The 
London Ancients are due for a wet sea- 
son when they strike Boston. 


Life in the select suburbs of Boston 
bids fair to be more than usually inter- 
esting this summer. Down in Beverly, 
One of the most aristocratic and select 
summer colonies, the millionaires who 
flock there to enjoy the cooling breezes 
of the Atlantic from the verandas of their 
costly summer homes are much perturbed 
because the city fathers have voted to 
permit the establishment of a big oil re- 
fining plant in the immediate vicinity of 
the summer cottage zone. Beverly is a 
thriving city and has been having quite 
an industrial boom of late. First there 
was the establishment of the immense 
plant of the United Shoe Machinery 
Company there, and now the oil refinery 
will, it is claimed, not only add largely 
to the taxable property of the city, but 
will also give employment to a large 
number of men all the year around. In 
view of these facts the city fathers paid 
little heed to the protests of the summer 
residents that the gentle breezes would 
waft the odors from the oil refinery di- 
rectly across their estates and spoil their 
enjoyment of life during the summer sea- 
son. Many of the summer colonists 
threatened to sell their places and move 
away if the aldermen granted the oll 
company a license, and now that it has 
been done the citizens are watching to 
see if they will carry out their threat. 

At Manchegter-by-the Sea, another 
equally exclusive summer resort, much 
trouble is looked for owing to the strict 
anti-automoblile legislation recently adopt- 
ed at the town meeting. Manchester is 
patronized much by millionaires during 
the season, and it is due to them the 
town has expended of late years a large 
sum on good roads. Last year these 
were almost entirely monopolized by the 
owners of motor vehicles, to the disgust 
of the townspeople and those among the 
summer residents who enjoy driving be- 
hind a good horse over a good road. 

At the town meeting a speed ordinance 
for motor vehicles was adopted which 
limits the speed of such vehicles to 10 
miles an hour, while the limit must not 
exceed 8 miles an hour on. any street 
within three-quarters of a mile of the 
town hall. A fine of $100 or imprisonment 
for thirty days, or both, are the penal- 
ties. Those summer residents who own 
automobiles are already up in arms over 
the ordinance, but the equally wealthy 
Summer colonists who drive fast horses 
are highly pleased, arid as the chief of 
police of Manchester has already won 
fame by his efforts to suppress the auto 
scorchers, some exciting times are an- 
ticipated during the coming season. 

Revelations made before the committee 
on election laws of the state legislature 
about the prevalence of “repeating’’ in 
certain sections of Boston have shocked 
some of the good republican brethren, 
and they are loud in their demand for a 
thorough ‘‘Lexowing”’ of the city in a 
political way so that the ballot shall be 
purified. At least one member of the legis- 
lature, however, does not believe that all 
the corruption {is confined to the demo- 
cratic party, and he has openly stated 
in the house that if an investigation of 
the alleged frauds in ward eight is voted, 
he will demand that its scope be broad- 
ened so as to include the Back Bay 
and also the sixth congressional district. 
This last is where young Captain Gard- 
ner, son in law of Senator Lodge, was 
elected to congress by what is said to 
be the most unblushing corruption ever 
known in Massachusetts, and a legislative 
inquiry in that district is likely to pro- 
duce some sénsational results.

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MANY MILES OF RAILWAY 
CONSTRUCTED IN SOUTH 


construction in the

HE railway 

south during the year 13908, 

the complete statistics are not at 
hand at the present time, has been greater 
iby many hundreds of miles than during 
any previous year. <According to state- 
ments made yesterday by well informed 
railway men of Atlanta, this.section of 
the country has led all others in the mat- 
ter of development, as represented by the 
construction of absolutely lines and 
the relocation and improvement of iines 
already in existence. 

The Seaboard Air Line, in completing 
its line to Birmingham through the pur- 
chase of the East and West, will spend 
eeveral millions of dollars, while the 
Louisville and Nashville will spare no 
expense in order to get into Atlanta at 
the earliest possible moment. A dozen 
other short lines are in course of con- 
struction, to say nothing of the extension 
work being accomplished by the South- 
ern. 

No less than railway charters 
were granted by the last legislature af 
North Carolina for roads which have as 
their objective point the coal fields, and it 
is evident that there is an. extensive 
movement to connect that state more 
directly with the great coal beds. It is 
said that this year will be marked by 
much railway construction in North Car- 
olina. There are a number of short roads 
projected. Several of these are in the 
great timber regions of the northeast, 
while several are designed to penetrate 
the mountain forests in order to get as 
much timber out as possible before the 
Appalachian park is established. It is 
felt that with the establishment of this 
great forest reserve there will be an end 
to the enormous destruction of timber in 
the finest section of western North Caro- 
lina. One of these western roads will 
be from Waynesville, N. C., to Newport. 
Ky., and it will pass through many miles 
of the finest timber in the country. 

Exclusive of the great improvements 
and extensions projected by the Pennsyl- 
the Baltimore and Ohio, 
the Wabash and the Southern Pacific, 
there will be considerably more railroad 
mijeage built in 196 than was built last 
year. The following are some of the 
projects of which official anouncement 
has recently been made: 

The Northern Pacific management will 
begin, within a few weeks, several ex- 
tensions and important improvements. A 
12-mile cut-off is to be built east, of Lake 
Washington and Seattlk to connect with 
the Tacoma line. This work is designed 
to relieve the track congestion in the 
Seattle yards. The Northern Pacific main 
line is to be shortenéd about 40 miles be- 
tween St. Paul and the Pacific coast. 

It is declared to be certain that a rail- 
way to connect Rutherfordton and Ashe- 
ville. N. C., will be built. The survey is 
practically completed. It will traverse 
the great canyon of Broad river, passing 
almost under the Hickorynut falls, which 
is the highest point east of Yellowstone 
park. This railway will enable the public 
to see some of the finest secenery east 
of the Rockies.

et null awd void in the hands of any pur- 
chaser. This decision appeals to any rea- 
sonable mind as a proper and necessary 
construction of the law, since it would 
be abhorrent to any fair-minded man 
that a contract, solemnly entered into 
between the purchaser and the railroad 
company, might with impunity be vio- 
lated by the former, with the necessary 
result that some one must falsely imper- 
sonate another in order to utilize the un- 
used portion thereof. The decision, based 
us it is upon the soundest reasoning and 
the highest authority, ought to be very 
persuasive with the members of_the legis- 
lature in considering the biil above re- 
ferred to, since that bill mereiv announces 
as the policy of the state the well-con- 
sidered proposition of law here Stated. 

“So far as known, no valid argument 
has ever been advanced in opposition to 
this position. It is surely contrary to 
public morals and public policy that any 
practice should be permitted to continue 
which involves the necessity for a trav- 
eler, who has purchased a non-transfera- 
ble ticket, deliberately acting a lle in 
falsely representing himself to be the 
original purchaser named in the ticket. 
So far as the traveling public {is con- 
cerned, any statut2 which saves them 
from the risk of ejectment from railroad 
trains ought to be welcomed as a general 
relief, and the effect of this measure, if 
enacted into a law, will be very benefi- 
cia] to the whole traveling public using 
tickets of this character, because railway 
Officials instead of looking with doubt 
upon. the party presenting a return ex- 
cursion ticket, wil] assume that the pas- 
senger who presents it is the original pur- 
chaser. 

“The testimony at the trial of this case 
showed clearly that the attendance at 
the world’s fair in Chicago increased 
enormously in volume when the sail- 
roads began to offer the public reduced 
rates, and that attendance continued just 
so long as the cheap rates continued. 
It is therefore a matter of the most vital 
necessity to the world’s fair management 
that this bill should become a law. ‘The 
measure in its present condition, as 
amended, not only requires the railroad 
companies to redeem unused portions of 
all such tickets, but imposes a severe 
penalty upon them in case of refusal to 
do so within a limited time. These pro- 
visions amply protect the traveling pub- 
lic from any loss, wht» at the same time 
upholding the sanctity of the contract 
relation which the ticket purchaser has 
entered into. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that the bill will be vousned rapidly for- 
ward, so that it may not be lost in the 
inevitable confusion arising at the end of 
every session.”’

Notwithstanding the sultan’s acceptance 
of the Austro-Russian reform scheme for 
Macedonia, the revolutionary activities 
in the Balkan provinces have continued 
and as further evidence of expected 
trouble it was reported Tuesday from 
Constantinople that 2,000 Redifs from 
Asia had been ordered to the front at 
Monastir. 


Venezuela’s War Tax. 

The state department has received from 
Caracas notice of a 30 per cent increase 
in import duties levied by the Venezuelan 
government. Also heavy taxes on exports 
gre impose.l. 

Tt is reported that revolutionary forces 
fold all the eastern part of Venezuela 
and are approaching Caracas, while Cas- 
tro is unable to call congress for lack of a 
quorum.

cation of the Cuban reciprocity treaty 
without extended debate, but with two 
amendments. One provides that while the 
treaty is in force no ‘reduction shall be 
made by the Ulnited States in tariff on 
sugar from other countries than Cuba. 
The other amendment suggeste@ by Sena- 
tor Gorman provides for the concurrence 
of the house before the treaty shall be- 
come operative. After reaching this agree- 
ment Thursday the senate sdjourned over 
till Monday. 


For Senate Closure.

Elective System for Children. 


President Eliot, before the Harvard 
Teachers’ Association, advocated the ex- 
tension of the elective system in the 
secondary schools down to children 10 
vears old. He criticised the existing 
school system for its arbitrary courses 
of study which compel students to wait 
ttll the high school age to take up Dbotany 
or lamguage study that they could master 
at 9 or 10. He suggested increasing the 
high school course to six years, the ad- 
ditional two vears being added at the 
lower end of the eourse. He thought there 
was no objection to the number of sub- 
in the schools, but only In 
the number required, and advocated the 
elective system to remedy this defect.

Co.'s history by Mowry; Higginson’s

Publishing Co.’s work by Chambers and 
Shewell & Co.’s work by Ellis. 


College Football Reform. 

The bad effects of football, as now play- 
ed by American college students, have 
been brought to the front by the propo- 
sition of Professor Hollis, chairman of 
the Harvard athletic eommittee, to dis- 
continue the Harvard-Yale contest on the 
ground that it is demoralizing to the stu- 
dent body. He claims that the develop- 
ment of the mass plays has made the 
game a dull one to spectators and that 
with the prevailing tendencies the play- 
ers themselves no longer get any fun out 
of the game. The so-called strategy by 
which a team concentfates on the weak- 
est man in the opposing line is not a les- 
son in chivalry.

Dr. E. S. Smith, chairman of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania athletic commit- 
tee. addressing New York alumni said 
he belteved that students who have earn- 
ed their living by their skill in athletics 
should not on that account be excluded 
from college contests. 


Cost of College Course. 


A comparative statement of student ex- 
penses at Columbia university compiled 
by the committee on student employment, 
shows that the cost during one year of 
the course averages from $609 in the law 
department up to $672 In medicine. This is 
about $100 higher than the averages at 
Harvard, Yale and other eastern colleges. 


Tuberculosis in the Schools.

The Journal of Education reports that 
all of the states are followtmg the Mas- 
shusetts plan of selecting Rhodes scholar- 
ships, candidates not to be less than 19 
or more than 2 years old, with at least 
two years reguiar attendance of an 
American college. 

Reasons for Segregation. 

The difference in degrees in mawurity 
between boys and girls was given by 
President Harper, of Chicago university, 
Wednesday as a fundamental reason for 
segregation. He said that when thrown 
together in the new environment of the 
university boys and girls became com 
scious of differences before unnoticed and 
the personal element crept in too strongly 
for the best work.

Women Millionaires’ Club. 

A number of women of the millionaire 
Smart set, headed by Mrs. John Jacob 
Astor, have organized a club patterned 
after a regular men’s club. An elaborate 
house is to be built, with provision for 
tennis, raquef, squash courts, gymnasium, 
Turkish baths, ete. Also it will have 
sleeping, dining and social apartments.

A Nurse License Law. 

The Illinois legislature has passed a law 
which requires the licensing of trained 
nurses on their examination by the state 
board of health. Movements for similar 
legislation are on foot in New Jersey. 
New York, Massachusetts and other 
states. 


Farming the Negro Heaven. 

An appeal to the colored race ¢o turn to 
agriculture is the net result of a conven- 
tion of negro presidents of agricultural 
colleges at Chattanooga, Tenn. They urge 
that farming and mechanical pursuits are 
conducive to “useful and productive 
citizenship.”’ 

Critics of Labor Unions. 

Two sharp criticisms of labor unions 
and their methods have attragted atten- 
tion this week. Professor W. G. Sumner, 
of Yale, addressing the .ContefMporary 
Club at Philadelphia. said that trade 
unions threatened grave danger to the 
country and that before long they would 
come into collision with the state by re- 
fusing militia service. 

Professor Graham Taylor, at the Con- 
gregational Cooperative church of Evans- 
ton, Ills., described seven weaknesses of 
unions. which have heen widely quoted, 
as follows: Wrong attifude toward non- 
union men: opposition to employer: at- 
tempt to limit the output; restraint of bet- 
ter workers; too many sympathetic 
strikes: too free use of boycott; lack of 
legal and moral responsibility. 


American Shallowness. 

The question, “Are we a shallow peo- 
ple?’ is answered in the affirmative by 
last week’s Independent In a way to chal- 
lenge attention. This conclusion is based 
on a number of facts. among which are: 
Lack of sale for serious books; that we 
are a nation of hasty readers of news- 
papers, cheap magazines and ‘‘the best 
selling novels:”’ that we are intellectually 
bright and intellectually lazy; that we 
are becoming vulgar because we tolerate 
bill boards, newspaper headlines and ob- 
jectionable advertisements. 


Socialist Party Analyzed. 

Henry W. Wilbur. in Gunton’s Maga- 
zine, argues that the socialist party in 
this country will never elect a president 
because, it {is ‘“‘symptomatic,”’ like the 
greenback. unton labor and populists par- 
ties and ‘‘volces the dissatisfaction of a 
class.’’ He finds that the socialist move- 
ment is strong almost entirely in cities— 
just the reverse of the other three par- 
ties mentioned. 


Aloof From Race Conference. 

Several governors of southern states 
have declined to anpoint delegates to the 
proposed race conference at Atlanta, in- 
augurated by northern reformers. he 
reason of this refusal is said to be a de- 
sire to have thg discussion of the race 
problem drogped, lest it unduly disturb 


existing tendencies in the south. 
Darrow for Non-Resistance. 

Clarence §S. Darrow. recently prominent 
as counsel for the Miners’ Union, advo- 
cates the Tolstoi doctrine of non-resis- 
tance in a new book entitled ‘‘Resist Not 
Pvil."' His idea is to give the criminal 
a chance by providing a more equitable 
distribution of wealth, pulling down jails 
and dismissing officers of justice. 


LEGAL AND CRIMINAL. 


Editors as Manufacturers. 

A London, England, court has decided 
that newspaper proprietors are manu- 
facturers and as such do not infringe on 
‘the Lord’s day observance act by pub- 
lishing Sunday papers. The decision was 
rendered in the case of Lioyd’s Weekly 
against a news agent who refused to pay 
for Sunday papers on the pretext thgt 
the Sunday laws made the claim invalid. 


St. Louis Bars Scalpers. 

The federal circuit court at St. Louis 
Monday made permanent the injunction 
granted last October against ticket 
“sdalpers’’ of that city, restgaining them 
from dealing in world’s fair excursion 
tickets. The suit was brought by all the 
railroads entering that city and was 
Strongly supported by the World's Fair 
Company, as the roads had said reduced 
rates would be impossible if the scalpers 
were allowed to operate. The scalpers at- 
tempted a defense on the ground that 
the roads were in an unlawful pooling 
agreement, meaning the Western Pas- 
senger Association, and, had no right to 
limit the sale of tickets. 


Must Black Negroes’ Shoes. 

By the decision of the higher state 
court at Rochester, N. %. Tuesday a 
bootblack who refused to shine the shoes 
of a negro at that place was required to 


pay a fine of $100 and compelled to per- 
form the objectionable task.

Discuasion of Wallace Theory. 

The recently’ announced conclusion of 
Professor Alfred Russel Wallace 
science in nowise controverts man as the 
center and object of the universe has re- 
vived the religio-scientifiCc war of the last 
century. Already many prominent 
clergymen and scientists have expressed 
their views. The latter generally dissent. 
zarret P. Serviss admits that science does 
not attempt to regard the unlvers@ as in- 
finite. but points to the greater volume 
of other suns than our own and denftes 
that our sun is at the center of the Milky 
Way. He asserts that the sun itself ts 
rapidly moving toward the edge of the 
Milky Way. He says science has proved 
that physical conditions identical with 
ours surround the greater sun known as 
Sirius. How illogical, he adds, to assume 
that only on this little earth have intel- 
| ligent souls found embodiment.

Dr. J. I. Wartman, formerly of the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
who has been conducing researches in 
the Marsh collection of fossil vertebrates 
at Yale, presents in the March issue of 
the American Journal of Science newly 
discovered evidence in support of the 
Darwinian theory.

Success With Scarlett Fever. 

Dr. Lewis Fischer, of the Willard Par- 
ker and Riverside hospitals, New York, 
has reported the results of treating scar- 
let fever with Aronson’'s anti-streptococus 
serum. In two cases of children he noted 
a. prompt disappearance of the. fever 
symptoms. 


Motor-Driven Ice Boat. 

The current Scientific American con- 
tains a description of an ice boat, or “air 
sled,”’ which J. B. MacDuff, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., has made some interesting exper!i- 
ments with. A 4-foot air propeller, driven 
by an electric motor, was sufficient to 
carry three adult paSsengers at a rate of 
15 miles an hour. The sled starts slowly 
and gains speed along with the propeller 
until the maximum velocity of 300 revolu- 
tions a minute is reached. Very much 
greater speed is expected with larger 
motor and twin propellers. 


Cycle Mile in 40 Seconds. 

C. R. Culver, of Springfield, Mass., has 
made a successful test in a Springfield 
theater of a contrivance which enables a 
bicycle rider to go a mile in forty seconds. 
It consists of suppoeted wheels 48 feet in 
diametcr which revolve on an axle, while 
the performers are seated on bicycles run- 
ning on the inner rim of the big wheels.

Dr, Thomas R. Slicer returned 
from a visit to the Unitarian churches 
in the south, which took him into eleven 
states. In an interview today he says 
that he was so much impressed by. the 
evident prosperity of the south and that 
the people of that section are so well 
pleased with present industrial conditions 
that they would not want a change in the 
national administration if it were not for 
the negro problem. 

“That problem,’ said Dr. Slicer, ‘‘is full 
of irritation and anxiety for us all. -I 
found a curious political condition every- 
where. An intelligent and prominent law- 
yer said to me, ‘If Mr. Roosevelt would 
only appoint no more negroes to Office, 
half the south would vote for him.’ 

“This was said with such conviction 
that it was hardly possible to doubt its 
sincerity. The south cannot appreciate 
the impossibility of the premise. They 
talk about the negro problem as an un- 
debated question. That the negro is en- 
titled to offices, social recognition or any- 
thing belonging to citizenship they re- 
gard as an untenable assumption. 

“One cannot help feeling deep sympa- 
thy for both parties to the problem that 
confronts the south.

Misapropaton of State Funds 
- Mileged by Murphy,

Arkansas Chief Executive Charged | 
with Gross Misconduct in Paper 
of Twenty Counts Filed with 
Investigating Committee 
by Attorney General. 


_———— 


Litt!e Rock, Ark., “March 14.—(Special.) 
Attorney General George W. Murphy to- 
day filed with the legislative investigating 
committee twenty charges of gross miss- 
conduct in office against Governor Jeff 
Davis. The committee decided to take 
testimony in support of the charges Mon- 
day night. 

He charges the governor with frequent 
violations of the criminal laws of the 
state in borrgwing money from the state 
treasurer and drawing twice for the same 
terms of expense from his contingent 
fund. 

The most serlous of the charges are 
that the governor has been in the habit 
of accepting and receiving gifts from 
those who obtain corftract to furnish sup- 
plies to the state charitable institutions. 

Charged with Receiving Gifts. 

The governor, it is qharged, early in the 
year 1902 made an arrangement with the 
Southwestern Telegraph and Telephone 
Company whereby he was to receive a 
reduction of 15 per cent on all long-dis- 
tance telephone communications, anda 
thereafter had the vouchers for the pay- 
ment thereof made out for the full 
amount and sometimes even larger, and 
instead of giving the state the benefit of 
the reduction, made use of it in paying 
for the private telephones in use by him- 
self, his private secretary and others at 
their private residences and elsewhere, 
the usual course being to have the vouch- 
ers made for the -long distance messages 


without references to the private ‘phones 


and messages. 
Private Cars Figure. 

The charges go on to recite that the 
governor accepted the use of a special 
car free of charge from the Memphis 
and Choctaw Railroad Company for the 
transportation of himself and a party of 
his friends, knowing that it was furntish- 
ed for the purpose of influencing his of- 
ficial conducts in its interest, and that 
the governor sought to obtain and accept- 
ed for himself and a party of his friends 
free of charge, and in violation of the 
law, the use of a special car which was 
furnished him by the St, Louis Southwest- 
ern Railway Company for a trip from 
Poplar Bluff, then the border of this state, 
to New York and other northern citles 
and return, well knowing that it. was 
given for the solé purpose of influencing 
his official conduct’ in matters concern- 
ing the railroad company and its inter- 
ests. 

The governor, say the charges, has twice 
collected $35 as expenses of the same trip 
to the university at Fayetteville, once 
from the treasurer of the university, and 
has never paid this back but still owes 
the state $35 collected from his contingent 
fund. 

In closing the charges, Attorney Gen- 
éral Murphy says: 

‘“*The governor undertook to act as the 
agent of Mr. Altheimer in the sale of a 
farm at from $30,000 to $50,000 about its 
value to the penitentiary board for the 
state of Arkansas for a convict farm; 
actually tried to force it upon them, and 
became angry with them because they 
declined to buy It at such price. In this 
I charge that he was actuated by im- 
proper motives. 

“The governor, from April 29, 1899, to 
January 5, 1901, inclusive, for the alleged 
matter of stenographic work alone, vio- 
lated the criminal law, section 1573, of 
Sandel and Hill’s digest, twenty-nine dif- 
ferent times by obtaining the auditor's 
signature to as many warrants on the 
treasury by means of false youchers for 
said work, and also violated the same 
section many other times in other false 
accounts for stenographic work, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $720.75.”’

Chicago, March 14.—(Special.)—‘‘Luxury 
ig ruining the high standard of scholar- 
@hip in Chicago’s public schools,” de- 
clared R. H. Belfield, director of the 
Chicago Manual’ Training school, in an 
address before the Octavius Club at the 
Masonic temple this morning.

R. DAVID E. CLOYD, who Is as- 
ant to Dr. Wallace Buttrick, 
agent of thé southern education 
board, has been in Georgia for ‘several 
days inspecting the schools in various 
parts of the state and studying types 
and conditions of school work in various 
sections. ‘ 
Dr. Cloyd, who has just left Atlanta 
to return to NeWeyYork, called on State 
School , Conimissid&gr Merritt several 
times while here an conferred with him 
regarding school matters in the state. 
Commissioner Merritt predicts impor- 
tant results for Georgia :from the inves- 
tigations made here by those connected 
With the southern education board. 
“Dr. Cloyd’s criticisms were sympa- 
thetic and most helpful,” said Commis- 
sioner Merritt in speaking of his visit 
yesterday. “In the April number of The 
Review of Reviews Dr. Cloyd will have 
an illustrated article describing the school 
work in Bibb and Hancock counties, 
“Dr. Cloyd's reports to the southern 
education board will be along the line of 
finding ideals and systems in the south 
that can be worked out to the highest 
success, rather than attempting to graft 
new ideas upon this section. We dis- 
cussed this subject at leneth and his 
ideas on this line. I am Satisfied, will 
appeal to all Georgians who are inter- 
ested in the cause of education. 
“The southern education board has in 
several instances given material aid to 
» © 
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counties of the state in their school work. 
This ts notably so in’ Hancock and Put- 
nam counties, where the board quplicated 
subscriptions that were raised among 
the people, thereby affording a fund suf- 
ficient to keep the schools open for eight 
and nine months, or practically the same 
length term as is had in the larger cities.

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LOTTERY EVIL 
GRIPS PRUSSIA 


Gambling Institutions Run by 
the Government Take 
in Millions. 


Berlin, March 14.—The Prussian diet 
was engaged in a solemn debate this week 
over the addition of another class to the 
State lottery, preferred by Finance Min- 
ister Von Rhaben, whose intricacies and 
mathematical proportions are involved in 
Prussia’s great gambling institution that 
yields the state something like $2,500,000 
& year. All the speakers opposed lotter- 
ies in principle, but only one advocated 
the abolition of the lottery. 

It is estimated that the various lotter- 
ies take in $12,500,000. Abundant literature 
is circulated affirming that it is not only 
morally proper for a man to invest in a 
lottery, but that it is his duty not to 
omit any chance to provide for his family. 

Besides the government lottery there are 
numerous private lotteries, authorized by 
the state for public or semi-public pur- 
poses, such as building churches or de- 
fraying the expenses of charitable un- 
dertakings. Retired officials and other 
publie servants seek to become author- 
ized agents of the state lottery tickets, 
being a business which is not only gvod 
from a social standpoint, but is also prof- 
itable.

Then grass is piled over them 
until they have rotted, after which it is 
easy to disengage the kernel frém the 
husk. * , 

The kernels are ground in stone mills. 
After grinding, the product is steamed 
in wooden tubs. This makes it soft and 
mushy, and ready .to squeeze, 

The press with which the squeezing is 
done is a unique affair and has not been 
changed in centuries. It cansists of a lot 
of iron hoops that are filled with the 
mushy ground kernels. A system of 
wedges is used to drive these hoops into 
each other, and in order to drive the 
wedges, great battering rams are used. 
They swing from the roof of the building 
and men pull them as far as they will go 
and then let them fly at the wedges with 
immense force. 

The oil that is squeezed out with each 
blow runs into a gutter and thence it is 
ied to the proper receptacles by a series 
of bamboo pipes. 

After the oil is out, the stuff that re- 
mains is found caked and solid from the 
inmmense pressure, and this in turn is 
used for fertilizers, being especially valu- 
able for tobacco. plantations. 

The oi] is used for a multitude of pur- 
poses. It is made Into boot varnish, for 
it gives a beautiful gloss. For the 
same reason it makes a valuable furni- 
ture varnish. It also gives good lght 
and is used to feed small furnaces for 
heating purposes. Umbrellas and cloths 
are dressed with it to make them water- 
proof and, mixed with soot, it makes a 
fine ink. This soot is obtained in an in- 
teresting way. It is produced by the 
burning of a pecuilar grass known as the 
lampwick grass because it resembles that 
article, ;

THE FIRST CROWN. 


The crown has been the emblem of.roy- 
alty so long and king@ and crown are so 
intimately joined in the minds of every- 
body, that there probably are few persons 
who know that the crown is not so very 
ancient an Instftution, 

To be sure it is old enough, but it is not 
ancient as history goes. 

There is no mention of crowns before 
the eighth century after Christ. The 
crown really did not become the head- 
covering of kings unti}] the times of the 
Christian rulers, after the might and 
power of pagan Rome were broken. 

Before those days the crowning was 
done with a helmet. 

This change in the method of crowning 
rulers is typical of the changes that oc- 
curred in the spirit that gnimated na- 
tions and races in the selection of their 
kings. 

The first kings and chiefs, after the 
world had emerged from the patriarchal 
forms of government, were selected al- 
most altogether for their prominence as 
leaders in war. Thus, gradually, the 
chief of the army became the chief ef the 
nation. Almost all the ancient kings were 
military despots. 

Then, with the prevalence of Christian- 
ity and the overthrow of the old govern- 
ments, came the new rulers who claimed 
to rule by divine right. They, too, were 
almost all military despots, especially in 
the beginning, but the world had prog- 
ressed far enough to demand more proof 
of authority to rule than mere brute 
power 

Charlemagne was the first great ruler 


by divine right. He did not allege, how- 
ever, that the divine right: had come to 


him direct from heaven, but baséd his 


fact that the bishop of

world, had anointed him and 
placed the crown of the holy Roman em- 
pire on his head. 

“Det Gratia’”’ 
right’ ar “the grace of God"’) was thus 
used to express the right to rule as com- 
ing from the head of the church, until the 
days of Luther and the reformation. Then 
the power of the church was so shaken 
that rulers no longer felt sure that they 
could rest unchallenged on their right to 
rule as given to them by Rome. So the

GGS with Mushrooms—For each 

six eggs allow six fresh mush- 

rooms of medium size and one- 
half pint of cream sauce. Lay the eggs 
in boiling water. cover the pan tightly 
and stand on the side of the range, where 
the water will keep hot without opoiling 
for half an hour. Then throw the eggs 
into cold water tor a moment and re- 
move the’ shells. Separate the whites 
from the yolks, keeping the latter whole 
To make the sauce, stir 
the fire one tablespoonful 
‘each of butter and flour until thev are 
well. balanced, but do not allow them to 
color.

@f the rumor of ‘trouble in the Balkans’ 
fs so regular that it has become a sub- 
Ject for the world-wide jest. serious and 
éver-thneatening as it is. 
And yet to almost the whole world the 
Balkan question is little more than a 
mMuddle of obscure geography, tangled 
Mistory and still more tangled intrigue. 
Briefly expressed, the Balkan question 
Ss. the keynote of that tenderly poised 
@rch, the balance of power—the Monroe 
doctrine of Europe. 
*And as the Monroe doctrine of the 
hited States was susceptible to the mean- 
est outbreak of insurrection in Cuba, sv 
Eyrope’s doctrine is shaken every time 
a-handful of patriots or brigands raises 
@ revolt in Turkey's Cuba of Macedonia. 
—AAt any day a horde of mountain rob- 
bers with no aim higher than to pillage 
poor village, or a band of devoted liber- 
tors with the mere aim of freeing their 
Obscure province from the Turk, may 
trike the spark that will blow up the 
whole balance of power, and bury the 
peace of all Europe in the wreck. 
tAs a concert, the powers are bent on 
keeping that keystone of the Balkans In 
fts place. Jealousy and fear are the 
powerful motives that make them freal- 
ous in the endeavor. 
Individually, each power is studying to 
gee how it can assure itself of advantage 
énough to pay to pull it out. 
The two nations most openly concern- 
éd in the Balkan question today are Eng- 
land and Russia. England’s interest just 
now lies in keeping the question Aas it 
Has been. Russia cannot, and will not, 
Be content in the nature of the case till 
@ghe controls the Balkans or has been so 
Signally defeated in trying that she will 
Hot be in position to try again. 
*To Russia, the ownership of the Bal- 
kans would mean the ownership of an em- 
pire covering the entire eastern portion of 
the European continent. 
*That would mean the control of the 
(Mediterranean in the east and the move- 
ment toward England's Oriental empire 
would be advanced by a mighty step. 
To Austria the acquisition of Balkan 
territory would mean a free way to the 
Orient, and Austria is doing an immense 
Biisiness with the far east. Her interest 
is far more important than the world 
guesses. 
To Turkéy a collapse of the present con- 
ditions means almost certainly that there 
Will be no Turkey in Europe after the 
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smoke clears away, whatever other na- | 


tion is defeated or victorious. 

It is written that Turkey must go out 
of Europe. 

It is barely possible that she 
finally without war; squeezed out by the 
slow and fatal process of diplomatic co- 
ercion. 

If she does not go 
certain that there will 
rope sooner or later. 


United States Concerned. 

It is this that makes the Balkan ques- 
tion no mere academic question, but one 
rife with constant probabilities for mis- 
chief that may involve the whole world. 

Now that the United States is a world- 
power, with a thousand foreign interests 
in places where twenty years ago she had 
none, the Balkans may be said truly to be 
of vital concern to this country as well 
as to Europe. No man can guess at how 
many ends the world might catch fire 
in case of a general European war. 

So it is to the present interest of all 
civilized communities that the Balkan 
buffer be kept inviolate and undisturbed 
as long as posible. 

That buffer of mountain and plain, peo- 
pled largely’ by semi-savage and half- 
civilized tribes, is no small territory val- 
uable merely on account of its stragetic 
position. 

It is big enough to make a formidable 
ever another Boris or Czar 
Simeon could arise to subdue the tribes 
and hold them together. The Balkan 
states—Servia, Bulgaria, Montenegro, AIl-

Not all desert wells are dependable and 
oecasionally the rancher finds his supply 
g@xhausted and he has to haul water 40 
or 80 miles until such a time as the win- 
tér rains come to swell the spring upon 
Which he depends, 

One who has never experienced it can 
gain no idea of the torture of thirst 
upon the desert. The scorching sun from 
a cloudless sky, with never so much as a 
BHint of haze to temper its rays, seems 
fairly to drink the blood of the traveler 
exposed to its flerceness. Frtm the sands 
rises a cloud of fine alkali dust which 
penetrates the nostrils and enters the 
mouth, stinging and inflaming the glands 
and adding to the torture of thirst. A 
few hours of this without water to alle- 
Viate the pain is sufficient to drive most 
Men mad. 

It is this desert madness which trav- 

across the dreadful waste most fear.

for many hours, but once the desert mad- 
ness seizes upon him all hope is lost, for 
he no longer pursues his way methodical- 
ly, but rushes off in pursuit of the allur- 
ing mirage or chases some dream of his 
disordered brain, which pictures to him 
green fields and running brooks just at 
hand. 

Men tortured by thirst become desper- 
ate. Not long ago a staid and respecta- 
ble citizen of a little western town—a 
class leader in one of the village churches 
—had occasion to cross the desert at a 
point where water-holes were few and 
far between. He depended on obtaining 
water at a certain ranch established a* 
one of the oases on his route, and when 
he arrived there he and his guide and 
borros were in sad conuition, having been 
several hours without water. He handed 
the guide a $ gold piece and told him to 
see the rancher and purchase the neces- 
water to carry them to the next 
watering place. It happened that the 
rancher’s well was in danger of going 
dry and he refused the money and de- 
clined to part with any water. 


Pleadings were unavailing and the 
guide returned to his employer and re- 
ported his failure to make a deal. Then 
the staid citizen arose In 
his wrath, and, taking a 
$10 piece and his _§re- 
revolver, he advanced 
upon the rancher. 

“There is $10 for 
water, if you will sell 
it,’ he said, ‘‘and if not I will send you 
to Hades and we will take it anyway 
Now, which will it be?" and he pointed 
the revolver at the man’s breast. 

There was only one reply to make to 
an argument of that sort, and the 
rancher sulkily accepted the money and 
the brakish water was drawn from 
well and the journey was resumed.

Down in the Colorado desert Is a well 
which is bringing its owner a fortune. 
Within a radius of 50 miles are a score 
or more of mining camps where no water 
is to be found. Prospectors and travelers 
frequently pass the well also, and as 
there is no water to be found for many 
miles about, they are glad to pay hand- 
somely for water from this well. The 
proprietor has built tanks and loading 
apparatus for the convenience of his 
patrons and has established the following 
schedule of. prices: 

One hundred gallons or 
per gallon, 

Two-horse load, 10 cents per gallon. 

Four-horse load, 8 cents per gallon. 

The well is a very deep one and the 
water was obtained by drilling. It re- 
quires a power pump to raise the water 
to the surface, and the fuel to run the 
boiler and engine has to be hauled nearly 
100 miles, so after all the rates for the 
water are not so exorbitant as may seem 
at first—glance. 

Every year the great deserts of 
west claim scores of victims, most of 
whom perish from thirst.

Here and there in the dreary solitudes 
of these great Saharas may be seen rude 
crosses or stones heaped up into mounds 
to mark the spot where, in horrible tor- 
ture, some human life went out. And 
strange as it may seem, these graves afe 
more plentiful in the vicinity of the oases 
than elsewhere. To drink heavily after 
several hours of abstainance is almost 
certain death. Many a poor fellow has 
struggled on through hours of torture 
buoyed up by the thoughts of the re- 
freshing draught awaiting him in the 
oasis, only to die in agony ftom drinking 
too deep of the precious potion. 

Sometimes death ts from a very differ- 
ent cause. Not long ago a veteran pros- 
pector was guiding a party across the 
jJesert, and saw in the 
listance a green spot on 
the plain. They were 
headed for Timber moun- 
tain, where good water 
is plentiful, but they had 
run short of water some 
hours before and they were nearly choked 
with thirst. They turned from their 
course to visit the green spot, believing 
that water would be found there. They 
were not mistaken, for a bubbling spring 
was sending forth a stream of clear 
water, more beautiful in their eyes than 
would have been a stream of gold. About 
the spring, heweyer, was a grewsome 
sight.

The guide took with him a sample af. the

Near Nisch is a square tower. Tell its 
story and you tell the story of the Bal- 
kang. 

The tower is known as the Tschelekula, 
meaning ‘‘skull tower.’ In 1808 the 
Turks advanced toward WNisch. The 
Servian Wolwode, Stefan Sindjelitsch, 
intrenched himself with 3,000 Servians in 
the village of Kamenitza. They were 
overcome. When the janissaries rushed 
among them, Sindjelitsch fired the pow- 
der magazine and blew his own men and 
the Turks into pieces. 

The Turkish army ravened like a band 
of wolves and killed all Servians who were 
left alive by any chance. After they had 
killed and burned till there was nothihg 
left to kill and burn, they chopped the 
heads off the dead Servian patriots. Then 
they began the erection of a great square 
tower. After it had risen to some height, 
they began to alternate the rows of 
stones with rows of Servian heads. Alto- 
gether they set fifty-six rows of seventeen 


pation were the most commonplace. One | 


heads each in alternate rows of stones. 

This memorial of the Tamerlanes of 
the nineteenth century was left untouch- 
ed, with the skulls grinning out upon the 
land, until 1878, when the Servians took 
them out revérently and buried them, 
with the exception of one that still looks 
out from the east side of the tower. 

Farther on, near the Bulgarian bound- 
ary, is another strategic place that will 
be heard from In case of war. It is the 
fortress of Bela Palenka, and Moltke 
pronounced it one of the important points 
of the Balkans, It was the of€ Roman 
city of Remesiaya. It is guarded 
still by an ancient Castlefort built in 
1600 by the Grand Vizier Mustapha Pasha. 
He built it by the pleasant expedient of 
tearing down Servian churches and us- 
ing their stones for it. He also took the 
Stones frora ancient Roman ruins. 

This town is close to Piost, which stands 
on the Bulgarian boundary and has a 
true Balkan history. It has been occu- 
pied at various times by Turks, Bulga- 
rians, Servians, Russians and Austriansg. 
Almost every time it was taken only af- 
ter bloody fighting.

Dive out of Bulgaria and into the moua- 
tain districts of Macedonia and you dive 
into a land of Alexander the Great, :of 
Roman generals, and of cZ#ars who were 
evars long before Russia had,any. ‘lime 
kas jumped over this land and touched 
it only in leaps ages apart. 

Go only a short distance from Salonica, 
ancient, storied Salonica (very dirty now 
and inhabited by flea-bitten Turkish sol- 
diers who do not like life, apparently), 
and you will find a country marked with 
the tumuli of the Macedonian kings, big 
stone piles just within sighting distance 
of each other, that served as the stations 
for the wireless telegraphy of those days. 

You may find a fine old gentleman, 
dressed in a long skirt that falls below 
the knees and with pretty weapons fast- 
ened to all available protuberances. He 
will talk to you (if he trusts you and you 
are fortunately so poor that you are not 
worth capturing) of his system of levy- 
ing tribute-as unconcernedly as if he 
lived in the day of Ulysses, earning his 
living with his good sword and shield. 

Turkish soldiers gaze with respect at 
the very brigands whom they are, tech- 
nically, sworn to kill. Those brigands 
Swagger through the villages beloved by 
all the women, envied and admired by a'l 
the men, afraid of nobody. Impossible 
though it seems, they wear even more 
arms than the other citizens. They 
strut by the Turks superciliously, moek- 
ingly. 

Sometimes the Macedonian brigand sits 
on a rock just out of gunshot from a 
garrisog of Turks and sings little songs 
carefully calculated to embitter even the 
most stolid sous. 

The care-free spirit of the Macedonian 
is beautifully expressed by his simple 
method of inciting the Turks to commit 
atrocities, in order to attract the atten- 
tion of the outside world. This charming 
Lttle bit of state-craft is not rare.

Despite the fact that Atlanta has dem- 
onstrated her ability to support a good 
attarction for an entire week, managers 
of big productions continue to write “one 
night’’ opposite the Grand opera house 
and as a result patrons of the theater 
pay tribute to the ticket speculator. 

Had Richard Mansfield appeared in At- 
lanta two nights the Grand would have 
been filled on both evenings. Then, too, 
it would have not been necessary for a 
great many people to, miss the perform- 
ance and the ticket speculator would not 
have reaped such a harvest. 

The management of the Grand opera 
house makes vigorous and commendable 
efforts to prevent speculation in tickets, 
but under the system that is used it is 
impossible to prevent the speculators trom 
securing tickets. During ‘the engage- 
ment of “Ben-Hur,” after every seat fn 
the theater had been sold, it was poxst- 
ble to secure seats by paying an ad- 
vanced price for them. Naturally one is 
not going to report a speculator to the 
police when the speculator has made it 
possible for one to see the performance 
The same was true of the Mansfield at- 
traction. It was possible to secure seats 
in the fourth and fifth rows of the thea- 
ter by paying $3 and $4 for them. There 
were No seats to be hald at the box office 
and people who had neglected the matter 
were glad enough to pay the advanced

IR WALTER RALEIGH'S dream of

Hundreds of miles beyond the outposts 
of civilization, in place’ where no white 
man’s foot has ever trod till now since 
the gays of Spanish conquest and explora- 
tion. hundreds of men, eager for wealth 
and possible millions, are death 
in many forms in virgin tropical forests 
to work the lately discovered diamond 
fields of Great Britain's South American 
colony. 

For three years, ever since some In- 
Gians from the interior appeared in 
Georgetown with several diamonds and a 
story that they had been found in gravel 
in the interior, this race with death for 
riches has been going on. Often 
pecting expeditions come out ahead amd 
return from ‘‘at the back of LeVond’’ 
with thousands of dollars’ worth of pre- 
cious jewels belted around the bodies of 
the leaders. gut ofter,, too, many an 
expedition leaves Georgetown. and Bartica 
to go up one of the three rivers leading 
to a diamond field an& never comes back. 
It is hardly-possible to pick up a George- 
town newspaper without seeing such 
headlines as “Another Boating Disaster 
ix the Essequibo Rapids,”’ ‘Diamond 
Death Along the 
Mazaruni,”” or “A Diamond Expedition 
Attacked by Indians Along the Cuyani.,’’ 

Bad as they are, these are only three 
of the dangers that threaten every da- 
mond hunter. As a matter of fact, so 
numerous are the perils that a heavy ‘toll 
in lives is being constantly paid for the 
jewels that are finding their way from 
the hearts of the jungles to the seaedast. 
It has been estimated that for the 132,077 
diamonds discovered and declared dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1902, 264 lives 
“were sacrificed, or two for every 1,000 
“of the precious stones recovered from the 
widely scattered srevel drifts. 

Here is the story’ of a party that did 
get back to Gjvilization with whole skins, 
but only after encountering a remark- 
able series of: adventures. What -these 
men endured are typical of the’ perils 
‘that threaten every man who dares to 
seek his fortune in the new world’s dia- 
‘mond land. 


| An Indian’s Secret. 

Three young Englishmen—Thorpe, Jer- 
rold and Hodge—ied the expedition, which 
was the first to penetrate up the headwa- 
ters of the Cuyani.

When the boat 
was headed towaré -htm, however, he 
turned and fled into the bush. He rush- 
ed along a little creek, which branched 
from the main river, so the Englishmen 
decided to explore this creek in the hope 
of finding a village, estabMehing friendly 
relations with the Indians and getting one 
of them for a guide. 

Entering the creek they rowed slowly 
along a dense wall of mangrove trees in 
search of a passage through the dense 
tropical vegetation, At last they found 
one, and aseended the creek slowly. The 
stream rapidly narrowed, and the man- 
groves, which grew on either bank, in- 
tertwined their branches, thus forming a 
thick arch of tropical vegetation through 
which the sun's rays could not penetrate. 
At last they reached a spot which seem- 
ed to be a landing place, for a few ‘‘dug- 
out’ canoes were drawn up on a shely- 
ing. sandy beach. 

They got out of the boat and followed 
a narrow trail, which took them to 4 
hilllock completely . covered with trees 
and well nigh impenetrable undergrowth. 
Through this maze they cut their way 
with machets and came on a_e small, 
palm-thatched hut, surrounded by palm 
trees and a patch of cassava. 

Here Hved an old Indian with his fam- 
ily. The Englishmen made signs of 
friendship, but, surprised and terrified at 
their first sight of white men, they fled 
helter-skelter into the jungle, leaving 


behind them only a smoldering stick fire. 
over which they had been cooking their 
meal of fish caught from the creek. 
Pursuing their search the _ explorers 
came upon another little cabin, piilt of 


>poles stuck in the mud and covered with 


palm ieaves. Some naked Indian womea 
were sitting here with their children. 
The party advanced, making signs of 
friendship and displaying blankets and 
beads, but the women, throwing them- 
selves in. front of their. children,..men- 
aced the strangers with.their reed plow- 
pipes. Knowing that the darts in these 
blow-pipes are always poisoned, the .in- 
vaders came to a cead stop. Seeing their 
opportunity the women caught up their 
babies, their baskets, their hammocks 
and all their provisions and fled into the 
jungle. . ; 

Thera was an old woman who could 
not run, and. she sat patiently, expect- 
ing instant death, it was afterward ex- 
plained. The Englishmen treated her 
kindly, gave her food and presents, and 
told her, through an Indian In the crew, 
that they meant well. Thus won over, 
she went into the forest and persuaded 
the others to return. Soon the three 
whites were besi2ged by several score of 
Indians, all eager to look at the strange 
creatures and the wonderful things they 
had brought with them. By a judicious 
distribution of hatchets, knives, beads 
and blankets, friendship was established 
and a guide was secured, who accompa- 
nied the expedition until fts return to 
the creek on its way down the river. 

When the party -arrived at the con- 
fluence of the Cuyani and the Caruno, a 
camp was pitched and several excursions 
were made into the jungle in search of 


ithe old Spanish mine which the Indian 


had described in Georgetown. He had 
drawn a very rough map of the place, 
but it proved useless. To cut a long 
story short, the mine was not found. 
Perhaps the jungle had grown over it; 
perhaps it was never there at all. 


Adventure in the Jungle. 


But during the search of nearly three 
weeks in the jungle there was no lack 
of excitement. 


Once Jerrold reached over Thorpe’s 


shoulder, as they were going along in 
single file through dense undergrowth 
and cut in half a “bushmaster’’ snake 
which was coiling itself on er p‘anch to 
dart its venomcus fangs into Thorge's 
cheek.

Provisions 
were running out, and a small canoe 
with relief supplies had not arrived as 
it should have done. They decided that 
they must go down stream and meet 
it if they were to escape starvation. 

As a matter of fact, they nearly did 
starve. Almecst two weeks passed before 
they came upon the canoe. The provi- 
sions ran outg@ompletely, and for three 
or four days.the party just contrived to 
support existence by catching two or 
three fish, shooting four birds, and kill- 
ing a few iguanas. When the canoe was 
finally met with several of the boatmen 
had become so weak that they could ne 
longer work at the oars.

Returning down the Cuyani, the party 
searched now and then for diamonds, 
clearing the undergrowth in likely places, 
excavating to pay gravel, and washing 
it in rough troughs.

How To Drink Water. 

Good Housekeeping: A beginning of 
kidney trowble lies in the fact that peo- 
ple, especially women, do not drink 
enough water. They pour down tumbler- 
fuls of ice water as an accompaniment to 
& meal, but that is worse than no wa- 
ter, the chill preventing digestion, and 
indigestion being an indirect promoter of 
kidney disease. A tumbler of water sip- 
ped in the morning immediately on ris- 
ing, another at night, are recommended 
by physicians. Try to drink as little wa- 
ter as possible within meals, but take a 
glassful half an hour to an hour before 
eating. This rule persisted in day after 
day, month after month, the complexion 
will improve, and the eeneral health like. 
wise. Water drunk with meals should be 
sipped, as well as taken sparingly.

Colonel Corona, in submitting to Prest- 
dent Diaz an official record of the quelling 
of the Yaqui Indian rebellion in. the State 
of Sonora, used these words: “The Yaqui 
women continue to render great aid to the 
enemy, and the policy of the Government 
to separate the Yaqui men as far as possibi¢ 
from the Yaqui women ought to be con- 


stinued. There is little doubt that several 
‘hundred Yaqui women are as thoroughly 


drilled in arms and company evolutions as 
the men in the ranks of the enemy, and 
that upon occasion these women fight along- 
side the men, lending valuable aid to the 
soldiers. Some of the mgst expert sharp- 
shooters captured among the enemy have 
been women in disguise of male soldiers. 
Two women captives at El Puente say that 
they have served as soldiers among the 
men for nearly ten years.” 

The Yaquis are the descendants of an 
aboriginal tribe that gave Cortez and his 
Spanish tropps their bitterest and hardest 
campaigning during the Conquest of Mexico. 
The Yaquis are the yeomanry of Sonora and 
Chihuahua, and Yaqui labor in the mines 
and grain fields of Northern Mexico has been

ridges. No one has ever seen where these 
women go to, for they mysteriously disap- 
pear during the night, but, of course, they 
steal back to the Yaqui strongholds among 
the mountains. 

Says Dr. Tucker: “I have been interested 
in the service Yaqui women give in their 
tribal war with Mexico. In a professional 
Capacity at Guaymas—the heart of the 
Yaquis—I have been able to learn something 
of these dusky Amazons. Many Yaqui pris- 
oners and wounded soldiers are brought 
to Guaymas. Frequently there is a woman 
disguised as a male among the dead and 
wounded brought into the town. 

“One Yaqui girl whom I operated upon 
for a gunshot wound was, contrary to the 
Yaqui habit, communicative. She said she 
was nineteen years old and had known how 
to handle a rifle ever since she could remem- 
ber. She and other girls in the same pueblo 
had been reared to hate Mexico and todeem 
it a pious-duty to deal a blow at the govern- 
ment. While her father.and brothers fought 
out in the strongholds, the mother and girls 
stayed home and worked, all the time eking 


out a mere subsistence while they saved and 
bought ammunition for the soldiers. The 
father died in the field and one of the broth- 
ers wds taken prisoner by the Mexicans. 


Thereupon the girl thought she would go 
out and fight, too. She and three other girl 
companions cut away their long, heavy,black 
hair, put on the cheap, coarse clothes of Ya- 
qui men, and made their way at night across 
hill and dale, through the Mexican lies, to 
the Yaqui headquarters.” 
Lieutenant Ramon de Aguilar, who was 
under General Torres’ command for several] 
years, recently said: “How much of the 
success of the Yaqui bushwhacking lately jn 
dependent upon the women soldiers is a 
matter of considerable discussion in Sonora 
and Chihuahua. I don’t believe the women 
are leaders in the tribal councils or that they 
do much in the Hine of picket duties or cay- 
alry service, but we all know that there are 
wonderful women sharpshooters among the 
enemy and that the women in the camps 
are the nerviest, most daring and uncom- 
Plaining mortals in the midst of adversity 
in our experience with these belligerent 
people. One of our scouts reported te me 
once that a Yaqui woman named Mercedes 
Yorba, the mother of several children, and 
herself the offspring of a long list of Yaqui 
chiefs,.was the strategist in the wonderful 
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diers from Spain made serious havoc in the 
Yaqui populatiom So it came about that at 
the time of the throwing off the yoke of 
Spain by Mexico in 1821 some 75,000 Yaquis 
were left. 

Long years of frightful cruelties, hideous 
tortures and wholesale massacres by the 
Spanish conquerors 680 embittered the In- 
dians against the Spanish that even to this 
day, 375 years after, little lisping Yaqui 
children glow with anger at the mention 
of the name of Spain, while Hernando Cor- 
tez is held up for execration of every one in 
the tribe. 

The generations of bushwhacking warfare 
led by the Spanish soldiers, avaricious for 
supposed hidden hoards of gold among the 
Yaqui pueblos, bred a race of warriors and 
strategists among the aborigines of Mexico. 
Boys were trained to fight in the ranks and 
to help in a common defense against the 
Spanish, and girls were taught to lend suc- 
cor to the defenders of the tribal honor. It 
is doubtful whether any other race on this 
continent was ever so thoroughly belligerent 
and martial. As a rule, these people are 
thoughtful, conscientious, reticent and plod- 
ding. Years ago, before wars impoverished 
and decimated the tribe, they were an in- 
telligent people. Yaqui orators and mili- 
tary leaders were respected all over Mexico. 

The tribe live mostly in adobe pueblos 
and a few have haciendas among the foot- 
hills of the mountain chain threugh Chi- 
hauhau and Sonora. They are a moral, 
deeply religious tribe. It is @ poor commu- 
nity that does not support 4 Roman Catholic 
church of some sort, but no Yaqui will sub- 
mit to the authority of a Spanish-born 


priest. 
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For the most of sixty years the Yaquis 
have been warring with the Mexican armies. 
These wars have told heavily upon the male 
population of the tribe. The census of 1845 
in Mexico showed that the Yaquis had lost 
one-fourth their men in twenty years. In 
1870 there were but 45,000 Yaquis left, andim 
1900 only: 18,300. Two years ago the tribe 
lost over 1,000 warriors by reason of its war, 
and last year over 1,300 more soldiers died 


in campaigning against the Mexicans.

Some eighteen months ago the Governor 
of Yakutsk informed the Imperial Scientific 
Academy of St. Petersburg of an unusually 
interesting discovery in Siberia. A Cossack 
had learned from the natives that a gigan- 
tic animal with huge tusks had been found 
imbedded in the ice on the Beresovska, a 
tributary of the Kolyma river, about two 
hundred miles from Svedin-Kolymsk. From 
the description given it seemed probable 
that the animal was a‘ mammoth, and Dr. 
Otto. Herz, diréctor of the museum, and 
Herr Psitzemayer, naturalist, were author- 
ized to proceed to the spot and bring it to 
St. Petersburg in as good condition as was 
possible under the circumstances. The ani- 
mal is now in the Russian capital, where it 
is being preserved and set up. Special in- 
terest attaches to it, as it is the most com- 
plete specimen of this long-extinct species 
ever yet obtained. Although in Dr. Herz’ 
opinion it is 8,000 years old, the skeleton 
is in wonderfully good preservation, ag is 
also the hairy covering of the skin. Messrs. 
Herz and Psitzemeyer succeeded in carry- 
ing out their mission successfully, but not 
without many difficulties. 

Last summer they traveled to Yakutsk,

‘and then their troubles commenced. 
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that point to where the mammoth had been 
found was a distance of 1,200 miles, which 
had to be traversed on horseback. The 
country was an extremely difficult one; 
mosquitoes swarmed, and in the dangerous 
swamps it happened more than once that 
a Cossack and his horse disappeared with- 
out leaving a trace behind them. At length 
in the autumn the party reached their desti- 
nation, and found, to their satisfaction, 
the huge beast, resting in an almost 
horizontal position.

The forelegs, especially the 
left one, were much bent, which showed 
that when attempting to recover itself the 
animal's body had proved too heavy, the 
hind legs slipped underneath it, and it be- 
came frozen fast. Thus the beast perished, 
and has ever since lain undisturbed beneath 
the layer of earth which in the course of 
ages formed above the ice, until at length 
the warmth of the sun exposed it to the 
light. It was necessary to remove the re- 
mains before the advent of spring, other- 
wise it would have been too late.

lain for so long in the ice decomposes with 
greater rapidity when exposed to the air. 
It was therefore determined to divide it into 
several parts, forwarding each in a frozen 
state and putting them together afterwards. 
A hut with a stove in it was constructed 
over the mammoth, and as the ice gradually 
melted the portion thus released was re- 
moved and duly prepared for transit. The 
entire process of excavation occupied two 
months, during which time the open air 
temperature was 50 degrees Celsius. The 
legs and feet resemble those of an elephant, 
except that the latter has three toes, the 
mammoth five. The hair is of a brownish- 
yellow color, and is so long and thick that 
its owner could hardly have felt cold in any 
temperature, however low. The skin is 
from twenty to twenty-three millimeters 
thick, and underneath it there is a layer of 
fat nine millimeters thick. Blood was found 
in the body, and in the mouth there were 
the remains of food on which the marks of 
the teeth were impressed. The contents of 
the stomach were enormous, and in quite 
a fresh state.

write to me for help that I feel 
encouraged. and will .answer their in- 
quiries as far as I can.- These young 
people in the country towns have schools 
to go to, but they tack books—reading 
books, cyclopedias, biographies, and if 
I was as rich as Carnegie I would plant 
@ library of such books in every 
munity. I would have a million sets 
Some standard cyclopedia printed -for 
every school, even if they cost fifty mil- 
lion dollars. That would diffuse knowl- 
edge among the young people and do 
more good than all he is doing in the 
big cities.. But what we most need in 
the south are historical books that will 
be gtandard with us and relate the truth 
about the south and secession and the 
confederacy and slavery and the war and 
reconstruction. I had a cyclopedia that 
gave a whole column.of apology for old 
John Brown and the pedigree of every 
northern race horse, and no mention of 
John B. Gordon or Forrest or any of our 
southern poets or authors or orators. I 
swapped it off at half price for the Inter- 
national by Dodd, Meade & Co. The 
tributes in that work to Mr. Davis and 
Lee and Jackson are all that could be 
desired and more than was expected. 

I wonder what has become of that 
great southern publishing house that was 
projected in Atlanta some time ago. That 
is what we want and must. have to per- 
petuate southern history and defend our 
fathers and grandfathers from the slan- 
ders of northern foes. It is northern 
histories, northern novels and northern 
plays that have already poisoned the 
minds of thousands of our young people. 
Only yesterday I glanced at a serial story 
in an Atlanta paper and the first thing l 
Saw was a verse which read: 


“John Brown's body Hes mouldering in 
the ground, 

But his soul keeps marching on.”’ 

In a Missouri paper I saw where a 
yankee troupe were playing ‘‘Uncle Tom's 
Cabin.” And. now. a fool. fellow from 
Wisconsin wants to our governors 
to appoint delegates to a convertion in 
Atlanta to determine the race problem, 
and it is said that that man Spooner 1s 
at the bottom of it to g@t up a présiden- 
tial boom for himself.

Guards, had one, and one night the young 
people gave a tableaux performance in the 
city hall to raise a_little money to put 
Fome benches in the desecrated churches 
for all the pews had been taken out and 
converted into horse troughs for the staff 
horses. One scene in the tableaux repre- 
sented a battle field where women were 
ministering to the wounded and the dying, 
end one @ying soldier, the ensign, had 
this old tattered and war-stained flag 
grasped in his hand just as he held it 
when he fell. The Spanish commandant 
of the post was tnere with his wife, and 
when he discovered the flag, got furiously 
mad. He jumped up on his seat and yell- 
ed: “Take dat t'ing avay, dat is treason 
—dat is an insult to me and de United 
States. I send for my soldiers and d ar- 
rest the whole party.’ He ran wildly 
aown the stairs and across the street to 
his quarters and came back quickly witn 
half a dozen Dutchmen in arms to make 
the arrest. He marched the young men 
over to his office, but paroled the young 
ladies until he could hear from General 
Thomas, whose headquarters were in 
Louisville. I was mayor then and we had 
some hot words. He said finally he would 
release the young men until he could hear 
from General Thomas. So I wrote to 
General Thomas Wy the same mail. He 
very graciously forgave us, but warned us 
not to do so any more, for the display of 
a confederate flAag was treason and the 
punishment of treason was death, 

This is enough about flags. ‘There is no 
treason in displaying one now. Time is 
a good doctor atid Time &ceps rolling on.

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No matter how small.a fellow may feei 
himself we should all do our part in mak- 
ing a@ success of what’ they call the 
“Greater Georgia movement.” 

In this connection; while others can 
find nothing but words of praise for all 
“Southern conditions,’ allow me to 
point to the error that has retarded the 
growth of the South more than any other 
one thing. I mean the custom of forever 


‘forcing to the front the impression that 


the South is the place to confidently 
count on ‘‘cheap’’ labor. 
“CHEAP LABOR.” 

People at a distance can never be made 
to believe that a country of cheap labor 
is a place to be desired. Every reader 
well knows that those who have tried to 
advertise the advantages of the south 
in the past- have made the mistake of 
exploiting the fact that labor is cheap. 
It is nothing to the credit of Georgia 
that labor is cheap and it is no compli- 
ment to our old red hills when advertis- 
ers insist upon pressing this point. The 
smartest thing to do, if labor is so cheap, 
is to go to work to raise the price of 
labor. This would be the wisest stroke 
that could be hit upon. 

People as old as me can remember 
when the great exodus from Georgia to 
Texas and Arkansas and north Louisiana 
began. - The Mexican’ soldiers brought 
home powerful stories of the country out 
there, but it took years to get the people 
stirred to going. The cause of that stir 


‘might be profitable for us to consider in 


connection with the “Greater Georgia 
movement.”’ 

At last a fellow came, somewhat as 
‘‘Pag-leg Williams’’ would come now, and 
he began telling of the “high wages.’’ 
Then blacksmiths, carpenters, printers— 
people of all the trades—began to iisten 
and they talked accordingly. If that 
fellow had-been so impudent as to boast 
of that land being a place of “‘cheap 
labor’ all the wealth of Morgan could not 
have stirred _the people as they were 
stirred nor all ‘the ink in the world 
cou.d not have-made the section so fa- 
vorably thought of. 

It was not long until all the men of 
the trades were scouring the country for 
steers. No man would have thought of 
transporting his family to Texas in those 
days other than by oxen. It Boon fol- 
lowed that farmers took the fever. This 
‘““‘Peg-leg’’ sort of fellow got it started 


that more cotton was plowed under out | 


there than could ever be made in Geor- 
gia and pretty soon he had these farmers 
believing that they could take their ne- 
groes and hire them out for more in that 
section than they could ever hope to 
make here. High wages. that was what 
caught the people here to carry them 
away and it is what will catch people 
at a distance to bring them here. We are 
very much mistaken if we think people 
at a distance consider it any compliment 
to our section that it is so often boasted 
that we have ‘“‘cheap labor.” 

Climatic conditions alone would make 
our very cheapest labor here as well paid 
the year through ag the highest labor 4s 
paid in severe climates, but people at a 
distance do not understand this. A gond 
farm hand in Ohio and Illinois might get 
twenty to twenty-five dollars per month 
in those states for three or four months 
while the same grade of hand would re- 
ceive seven or eight dollars per inonth 
here in Georgia for all the year ’round. 
That is the difference. but you could 
never make those Ohio hands believe 
that seven dollars was better than twen- 


ty; and so ‘bur. usual boasting of the 
Bonth being a plage gf “cheap labor’ fails. 
to impress peoplé- ag we would have them 
impressed and all “Of us should act ac- 
cordingly. 

This brings me to the place that I may 
say the thing that I most desire to say, 
and that is that it is to the interest of 
all the gouth that wages should be high. 
There was never harm that came to any 
community, any sé@ction or any class by 
being able to truthfully boast that labor 
was high. The thing to do is—

a necessity. This “cheap labor,’ ‘too, 
begets despondéncy and failure and at 
last resolves itself into being tho very 
dearest labor that we could have. Let 
us never again boast of ‘‘cheap labor,” 
but all go to work to improve conditions 
that may warrant good wages and then 
act according.and tell it to the world. 

Of course, [T am still a “boxer” as 
against machines, and I notice that a 
great. many others: are coming to be 
“boxers”. also. Because of machines I 
have applied my thoughts to the matter 
of farming. In this movement for “‘great- 
er Georgia’ I can confidently inform you 
that it is the farming interest that you 
shovwld spend your efforts upon. We 
have a’plenty of the professions, a plenty 
of merchants, a plenty of mechanics. The 
professions will take care of themselves, 
the merchants will have to combat the 
doing away of the ‘“‘middle man,” the 
mechanic will have to regulate himself 
to the machine. But in agriculture there 
is room for all and the opportunities of 
tHe future are there and there you will 
find the future gentility of this land—re- 
member, I tell you this. 

To arrive at this in the speediest way 
should be ‘the thought. Cooperation is 
the idea. J have great hope in what we 
have .so much abused as “‘trusts.”” Espe- 
cially have |] always believed that great 
railway system would prove developers. 
‘The coneentration of these may lessen 
the demand for ‘“‘crews.’ just as the ma- 
chine lessens the demand for mechanics, 
but, then, agriculture comes to the res- 
cue and gives a place to all. Anyhow, 
whether these ideas are correct Or not, 
we may count on one thing as sure, that 
until the day when the “boxer” idea may 
prevail everywhere among men, till then 
we will have to cooporeate and encourage 
all these things of progress. If we re- 


‘fuse to accept the situation and act ac- 


cording we will be left. The world is 
bound to roll on for quite a while yet, 
just as it is rolling, and we must roll 
with it. but let-us never be mistaken 
into the belief that “cheap labor” is a 
compliment to our state or inviting to 


those at a distance.

$ “The work which I have mapped out 
s sufficient for a number of yeara to 
come, and although the progress is slow 
fat present the ultimate results will be ex- 
ceedingly gratifying. There is so much 
to be done that it is sometimse discour- 
aging to see how little is accomplished 
mo matter how hard you work. I am 
being teased quite a god deal for com- 
mencing and not finishing any of the 
work on the farm. But my idea is to do 
eertain work which is absolutely neces- 
sary to keep the place from being in- 
ured and then to go to some other point 
that is in danger, and in this way grad- 
ually finish the work up. Now, take for 
nstance this road leading to the main 
uilding which the boys are macadam- 
izing. 1 will probably let them finish half 
of it, or sufficient to keep it from wash- 
ing and then wait until a more opportune 
itime to finish. 
} “The propérty now appears to be in an 
incomplete state, and at some points looks 
on though it were béing neglected, but 
i time all will be in fine shape.

It runs about forty or sixty gallons to 
the minute. There is one point where 
an almost natural dam could be made, 
and at its base we could get a fall of thir- 
ty feet. By putting in a twenty-five gal- 
lon ram we could at no expense be al- 
ways assured of about six thousand gal- 
lons of water to the main building each 
day, or about three thousand to the top 
of our tank. This would give us all the 
water we could possibly need or use, and 
the expense would be but nominal. 


“Our superintendent of carpentry and 
gardening is A. O. Banks. He is a young 
man well qualified for his work. The 
ground has been so wet this year that 
the work of farming will be somewhat de- 
layed, but we will get our crop as soon 
or sooner than any of the vicinity. We 
have had vegetables all the winter from 
the farm, and we have half a dozen lit- 
tie pigs ready to sell. They will bring 
about $2.50 apiece. We have fenced in a 
portion of the wooded land and have 
turned into it all our hogs and cows. We 
propose to raise a large quantity of meat 
for it is readily sold and easily taken 
care of. 


“We have only three men as assistants 
andeit is very hard for them to manage 
so many boys. Only the other day one 
man had some. fifteen or sixteeen out in 
the field working them. One of them 
asked to go for a drink of water to a 
spring two hundred feet away. He was 
allowed to do so and after he had reached 
the place and gotten his water he broke 
into a run and tried to escape. Of course, 
the one in charge of the boys could not 
go after him, for he had the others on 
his hands. He was, therefore, compelled 
to send two of the boys after the runa-

} “Our water is now furnished by a steam 
jeump from a well, but the supply is not 
lsufficient and I am planning a new Ssup- 
lly which I think will be far superior, 
jgFortunately we have upon the property 
a spring which forms a little stream run- 
‘ning through the low part of the land. 
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way. Fortunately they caught him and 
brought him back and as a reward I gave 
them each 300 mills. This system of cred- 
it will be explained later on In this article. 
This incident is mentioned to show what 
constant vigilance ig necessary and under 
what difficulties we labor. 

“We have a laundry with all steam ap- 
pliances and some of the boys work in 
it to good advantage. They learn the 
laundry work very quickly and seem to 
like it.”’ 

Mrs. Means acts as matron of the insti- 
tution and despite her claim that she 
ought not to be in such a place, because 
‘‘too kind-hearted,’’ she is thorotghly ca- 
pable and has the love of almost all the 
boys. Professor Means declares that 
when he puts-a boy on bread and water 
diet for some days as a punishment, he 
has to watch Mrs. Means to keep her 
from slipping him little ‘‘extras.’’ 
The harmony existing between all the 
wovking departments is most commenda- 
ble. Zeal, energy and ambition is dis- 
played by superintendent and assistant 
in regard to the future of the work.

Young Inmates. 


In regard to the time when a hoy 
should reach the institution 
Means remarked: 

“TIT want him immediately after he com- 
mits his first crime. You let a boy get 
hardened and ‘‘set"’’ in his criminal ways, 
and there is small chance of changing 
his nature. Of course, there are. in- 
stances where such cases have been re- 
formed and put on the right road, but 
they are in the minority. We have such 
a case in the institution now—a boy who 
is much over the age and who has been 
a criminal for years was gent here and 
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Professor. 


seems to be trying his’ best to change his 
life and be a different person. But this 
is unusual, and greater care ought to be 
exercised in regard to ‘sending boys who 
are over age or those who are criminals 
of years standing. They come into an 
institution of this kind and demoralize 
the others and do more harm than it is 
possible for such an institution to easily 
counteract. ‘ 

In reply to'the question ‘‘How do you 
go about making a different being of the 
child?” he said: 

“Well, we bring him in and see that all 
the influences surrounding: his daily life 
are for the good. We keep him occupied 
and are constantly pointing out how no- 
ble a thing it is to be good. JI tell the 
boys, for instance, that thiey must not 
get angry, and that if they do they must 
control their temper. I say to them, any 
old good-for-nothing .fqal, @r biockhead 
can get angry and fly al to pieces. I 
tell them that just any ordinary perscn 
can let loose and swear and curse and 
fight, but it takes an extraordinary per- 
son to keep coo! and control themselves 
at all times. 


““When.a boy comes te the institution 
we get as far as possible all of his past 
history. Find out if he has been arrested 
before and how many times; what his 
father does, what his home surroundings 
have been and other similar information 
that we may know just what we have to 
deal with. This record is aN put down 
in a book, together with the time of his 
arrival. No boy is received at the insti- 
tution over 15 years of age, if the fact is 
Known, though some times they manage 
to lie to the committing judge and get in 
after they are older; but, as I stated be- 
fore, this ought to be avoided if possible. 
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as boys after fifteen are usually so. har- 
dened as to do more damage than we can 
do them good. — : f3 


Released at Maturity. 

“None are allowed to remain at. the 
institution after they become 21. 
once a boy is committed to the care. of 
the reformatory he remains under its 
care until he becomes of age. He may 
not be at the institution all of this time, 
but if he has been discharged he must 
regularly make a report to the institu- 
tion as to what he is doing and give a 
general account of himself. This report 
must be testified to by his employer. 
Thus we keep track of our boys until 
they become men and are then responsi- 
bie only to themselves for their con- 
duct. 


Reformatory System. 

“When a boy enters the institution we 
fine him savy about 5,000 mills—this is the 
general average. For every day at the 
institution that he does his work -properly 
and there is no cause for complaint he ts 
allowed from i0 to 2 mills for the day, 
to be taken from his fine. If, however, 
he has misdeeds~-to answer for at the 
end of the day he may be fined any- 
where from one to two thousand. mills. 
The highest crime:-that a boy can com- 
mit at the reformatory is to run away. 
They. are usually fined two thousand 
mills for this. 

“At the close of each day each assistant 
superintendent gives a written repert 
stating the conduct and recommending 
tne amount of fines for each of the boys 
under his charge for the day. Sometimes 
when a boy something specially 
good we give him as a reward a certain 
number of mills. I have already men- 
tioned that only the other day we .gave 
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two boys. three hundred mills each for 
capturing a runaway. This is equivalent 
to a-month’s credit for good work. When 
the total amoung of the fine has been paid 
in this way the boys.are discharged, but 
up. to the time they are 21 they are still 
under the control of’ the institution. 

‘‘As soon as they arrive we put them 
right to work. They get up early in the 
morning, they attend to all matters 
about the farm, they study and they 
have some amusements. Every Satur- 
day we have a game of baseball, and all 
enter into the spirit of it heartily. When 
Sunday comes there is Sunday — school, 
and then I drill the boys and read to 
them, and Sunday afternoon we al! eat 
ground-pea&. We never fail to eat them 
Sunday afternoon. If the day is bright 
I take them out for a walk, for it is hard 
to keep a lot of active boys still even part 
of a day. 7 

“We are teaching the boys various 
trades. On days when the weather is 
bad they are carried’ into the shoe de- 
partment, where’ they are put to work 
menoing shoes for the school. They have 
two kinds of shoes to wear—brogans for 
outdoer work and rubber-bottom tennis 
stippers for inside. A large amount. of 
money is- saved by having the. boys at- 
tend “to’ atl ‘the repaifing of the shoes. 
and at the same time they are learning 
the cobbler's: trade. 

“In the tafloring department each boy 
makes his own shirts and other things 
of similar nature. _Of course, they are 
awkward about it at first, and the treads 
in the button heles' look. like hen 
scratches, but eventually they all become 
fairly expert in the art of simple tailor- 
ing.

Rapid fire guns can also be mounted on 
the upper deck for use against other tor- 
pedo boats. In ordinary weather the up- 
per deck can be used for exercise like an 
ordinary torpedo boat, as the model tests 
showed that the subsurface boat acted 
in all respects like an ordinary surface 
boat of the same length and displace- 
ment. The subsurface torpedo boat being 
‘thus barely visible and almost invulner- 
able to gun fire, and having a_ tested 
speed so much in excess of the ordinary 
maneuvering speed of fighting ships in 
battle or on blockade, {it is fairly evident 
that under cover of darkness, fog or con- 
fusion of battle, and even Jn davlight. a 
squadron of these boats could generally 
be able to get within torpedo range—O 
to 1,000 yards, and torpedo an attacking or 
blockading squadron and get away again 
without being put out of action. In other 
words the gun-proof, 16-knot subsurface 
torpedo boat is as much more valuable 
than the vulnerable 2%-knot surface tor- 
pedo boat as the armored 16-knot Oregon 
4s better than the unarmored 22-knot Co- 
lumbia. 


The special purpose of the subsurfece 
boat is to protect the nation’s coast line, 
thus enabling the armored ships. to 
mobilize where they may fight with most 
effect. The ‘subsurface boat, painted the 
color of water, will be barely visible, and 
it would be a very dangerous thing for 
one of the enemy's ships to venture near 
a coast along which these vessels were 


posted. 


People who have studied and ®xperi- 
mented with powerful explosives and who 
see the doom of the great armored ship 
sounded in the devglopment of enormous- 
ly powerful explosives, predict that the 
semi-submerged destroyer. is the fighting 
machine of the futfre. That, however, is 


conjecture. What we know is that a form 
of torpedo boat has at last been Invented 
whieh combines the merits of the sub- 
marine and the good points of the old- 
fashioned torpedo boat.

41-2 inchés thick; 6 gas engines, 
total horse power, 1,050; 2 shafts, 2 screws 
on each shaft; 1 torpedo tube, fixed téle- 
scope; 4 long whitehead torpedoes :radi- 
us of action at 8 knots, 1,000 miles: radius 
of action at 16 knots, 200 miles; comple- 
ment, 1 officer, 10 men. 


Clarence L. Burger, Inventor. 


The inventor of the subsurface torpedo 
boat is Clarence L. Burger, a New York 
patent lawyer, a graduate of Princeton 
university, a civil engineer by training and 
a naval architect for love of It. He is 37 


|years old and graduated from Princeton 


Im 1885. 
The idea of the subsurface boat was an 


| outgrowth of the events of the Spanish 


| war. 


The old-fashioned torpedo boat had 
failed of its purpose. It was proved ‘o be 


' too vulnerable to be effective in action. 


While considering the value of the sub- 
marine boat he realized that if it could be 
made to go fast enough under the sur- 
face to overtake war ships when ma- 
neuvering in battle or blockade, and. at 
the same time see above water, it would 


be an invaluable na‘val weapon, not to 
supplant, but to supplement battle ships. 
It then occurred to hfm that by suspend- 
ing a submarine boalt from, as it were. 
an unsinkable float ofr surface hull filled 
with cullulose or cor enough buoyancy 
could be obtaine@ to] carry a heavily ar- 
mored conning towe¢ for visfon, and to 
afford a continueus jsupply of air neces- 
sary .ui ihe use of ;combustlen engines, 
by which alone he knew any high speed 
could be obtained. fe immediately ap- 
preciated that the jfea was‘feasible, but 
to confirm his own njaturally biased judg- 
ment, obtained throtigh Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy McAdoo, from Lewis 
Nixon, a report that ithe idea was perfect- 
ly feasible and that {the semi-submerged 
boat was the comings weapon for offen-

disalpled. Mr.. Burger. .then associated 
himself in a friendly way with a naval the naval board was 
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for the subsurface boat, using steam 
power for propulsion. The United States 
naval board on construction reported on 
these plans that in their opinion the use 
of steam was inadvisable and found ob- 
jections to the speed of the boat design, 
which model experiments in the govern- 
ment tank showed would be only about 
12 Knots. 

Mr. Burger then employed Clinton H. 
Crane, of Messrs. Tams, Lemoine & 
Crane. the naval architects, who, he was 
advised, was the most successful and ex- 
perienced designer of boats using gas en- 
gines. Mr. Crane then prepared plans 
and specifications for a 15-knot sub- 
surface torpedo boat of about 9 feet 
water line. which plans and specifications 
were submitted to the naval board on 
construction. and after a formal hearing 
by them were reported feasible on May 
6. 1902. At this time no model experi- 
ments had been made with Mr. Crane's 
design, and although Mr. Crane expected 
that the boat would show 15 knots, he 
would not guarantee more than 13 knots. 
The naval board, not knowing whether 
the speed of the boat would be more than 
13 knots, and also because of its well- 
known policy of not recommending the 
building of any new type of boat from 
Plans, which might place upon them a 
certain responsibility for their successful 
execution, and also because the naval 
board did not wish to do anything which 
might divert attention from the country’s 
pressing need of battle ships, whi€h are, 
properly, their first consideration, made 
no recommendation.

Mr. Burger was advised by high officials 


in the department that {ff the subsurface 


boat col! be made to attain a speed of 
16 kno*~ in trial, so that it would have a 
service speed of over 15 knots, it would 
be a very valuable boat anda bv all odds 
the best torpedo boat for the use of the 
navy. Model experiments were then 
made in the experimental tank at Wash- 
ington of Mr. Crane's design, which show- 
ed a speed of 15 knots. the boat having 
four ordinary gas engines of 175 horse 
power, each driving twin screws. To ob- 
tain the additional knot's speed desired. 
Mr, Crane then simply lengthened the 
boat to about 103 feet water line. leaving 
all the other dimensions the same, and 
provided for six ordinary gas engines of 
1f> horse power each. driving screws on 
twin shafts. From the model tests it has 
been determined without question that 
this boat will make 16 knots. These plans 
and specifications for a 16-knot boat were 
reported feasible after a hearing by the 
naval board on construction on January 
17, 1908, and the board’s opinion was fen- 
dered that, properly constructed, the boat 
would make a valuable naval weapon for 
ooast and harbor protection. The board's 
report further said that the absence of 
any submarine (diving) features and the

This report of the board of naval con- 
structors was presented tothe senate 
committee on naval affairs af the hearing 
held by it on the-subsurface boat. and as 
a result of this hearing c@meress made an 
appropriation in the nawWal bill of $500,000 
for subsurface and submarine torpedo 
boats to be selected by the navy depart- 
ment.

They hold forth to large congregations 
every Sunday, and they figure largely. in the social, 
industrial and charitable work of their respective 
communities. Take the southern states, as a con- 
venient illustration. Investigate the subject closely 
and you will discover that nearly all of the ministers 
of prominence in the various sects are men upward 
of 40. There is no talk, either, of superannuating 
them. It is true that as parishes:grow and respon- 
sibilities and territories multiply, there- will fre- 
quently be found liberal-minded congregations who 
will furnish the regular ministef’in charge with as- 
sistants.

And it is only years that can bring this perfected 
judgment and mellow nature that becomes all things 
to all men. Sublime tolerance, and keen, sympa- 
thetic perception are born of it, and it is rarely, if 
ever, found thoroughly developed in young men. 
It is where the preacher of years has the advantage 
ever the sparkly-brained graduate fresh from the 
theological seminary, and it is the quality which re- 
tains his place for him after his eyesight has become 
dim and his joints creaky. 

Look beneath the surface in many of the instances’ 
where alleged elbowing has taken place and you 
will be convinced that it is because those special 
congregations want an entertainer, and not a min- 
ister..

F young writers but realized it, they 
often prejudice the editor against their 
work by a.careless or unkempt manu- 
‘script. ‘In this day of typewriters it is 
advisable to .have the story or article 
neatly: typed. -Where this is not feas- 
ible, it should at least be clearly, legibly 
written, on only one side of a sheet, 
say. about eight by eleven inches. 
Painstaking attention should be given 
to the all-important details of capitali- 
zation and punctuation. There are 
few editors who will read further than 
the first page if there is a famine of 
commas and periods, and if so little re- 
gard is paid to capitalization as to lead the reader 
into deciding that an entire article of ten pages 1s 
all one paragraph.

In 1694 Willfam Patterson 
founded the farhoiis Bank ‘of England. 


This institution is presided over by a 
ruler, a deputy governor and twenty-four 
directors. The original capital was £1,- 
200,000; which has been increased to £14,- 
500,000. Though the expression “safe as 
the Bank of England” is prevalent, and 
though it has always been the bulwark 
of Brittish commerce and government, the 
Bank of England suspended payment of 
notes in 1696, and from 1797 to 1820 was re- 
restricted from making payments in gold. 
In 184 Sir Robert Pee} passed his famous 
act regulating the business of the. bank 
and restricting its issues on securities to 
£ 14,000,000. 

This same restriction ts used largely in 
American banks today, and although in 
national banks. Before the war state 
banks were always in danger from the 
issuance of ndétices on insufficient security, 
particularly in ttmes of financial dis- 
tress, and during the war the govern- 
ment passed a law restricting national 
bank loans to one-tenth of the capital.

routine of a homestead appealing to the 
Mathers’ imagination. But they discov- 
ered what others have discovered before 
and after them, that neighbors are in- 
clined to be critical and meddlesome and 
refuse the right to others, at times, of 
pursuing happiness in any paths save 
those approved by custom and tradi- 
tion. 

Thus the intense pastoral simplicity of 
Aunt Polly and her ‘‘grandchildren” was 
ruthlessly broken, and she and they were 
gathered up from the holes and cran- 
nies in the mountainside where for years 
they had been wont to dream of ‘“per- 
petual beds of ease,” and unceremo- 
niously thrust by the neighboring moun- 
taineers into a deserted cabin, or “‘le&n 
to,” where they were told they would 
have to make their home hereafter. This 
sudden and enforced acquisition of a 
home did not inflate the Mathers’ bosom 
with an undue sense of importance, as 
sometimes happens with householders, but 
it did confine the Mather activities to 
one locality, and added more of the cares 
of this world, though nothing of the de- 
celtfulness of riches, to their burdens. It 
was in this publicly donated mansion that 
they were living when I met them. 

After all. it could hardly be called a 
house. There were no windows to it, 
and in leu of a door three of the logs 
next to the ground had been cut out, 
making a hole just large enough for a 
person literally to crawl in. There was 
no floor inside, of course, neither was 
there the least vestige of furniture or 
bedding. I found out afterwards that 
the only piece of movable property be- 
longing to the Mathers family is a spoon, 
out of which they all eat on those state 
occasions when there is a meal. The 
washing of this spoon is a sore trial to 
Aunt Polly, and with her increasing years 
and infirmities it is probable she will be 
unable to stand the strain of so much 
useless labor. In fact, the spoon, a gift 
from one of the meddlesome neighbors, 
is in disrepute with the family at pres- 
ent, since its use is thought to place 
Aunt Polly and her grandchildren on 4 
par with the rest of the community—and 
the tribe of Mathers is nothing if not 
proud and exclusive. 

Some years ago there was an effort 
made to put Aunt Polly’s grandchildren 
in the poor house. To this the old lady 
strenuously objected, de- 
claring that in the poor 
house they would prob- 
ably have to fare like 

Against every one else, taking 

Foolish their three meals a day 
Convention and covering themselves 
with clathing—and Aunt* Polly would 
Tather see the race of Mathers perish al- 
together than that any of them should 
80 far forget their birth and station 
“s to suffer these indignities of civiliza- 
tion. So, the threat of the county author- 
ities was not carried out, and Aunt Polly 
@nd her grandchildren still run wild. The 
neighbors say that they have often been 
known to go three days without anything 
to eat, but at the expiration of that time 
they eenerally come around the houses 
&nd work enough to get a little corn, the 
half of Which they invariably trade for 
Coffee and tobacco, of which they are 
inveterately fond. Ordinarily, however, 
the &randchildren provide feod™by killing 
Tabbits and game, which they hunt with 
Btones. A gun, of course, is an invention 
they have never handied and can do very 
wel] Without, so long as there is any 
— in the forests where they live. So

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that the neighbors sometimes hire them 
to take the place of their dogs, in which 
Capacity their fleetness and the keenness 
of scent they have developed make them 
a valuable addition to a hunting expedi- 
tion. In this canine accomplishment 
Aunt Polly takes a pardonable pride, and 
marks it down as one of the many points 
of superiority that her offspring have 
over the offspring of less fortunate 
women. 


At one time Aunt Polly had a help- 
méet with her, the grandfather of the 
present race of Mathers. Tradition tells 
very little about him, except that in the 
matter of fashions R° was a law to him- 
self and his descerBants and a horrible 
example to his neighbors. It was he who 
taught all the Iittle Mathers how to 
live on nothing a year, and that work, 
along with all the fruits of civilization 
(coffee and tobacco always excepted) was

discreditable to a true Mathers. This ex- 
cellent patriarch was the best hunter of 
his day, and with his wiid tribe halloo- 
ing at his heels has been known to run 
a hare to the death. He carried his fast- 
ing proclivities, however, to an extreme, 
and one morning he was found stretched 
out under a bush that had been his shel- 
ter for many weeks, dead from sheer 
starvation. But death from such a cause 
was preferable, Aunt Polly thought, from 
death due to too much work. 

My encounter with this admirable fam- 
lly was an unfortunately brief and profit- 
less one. I was warned before undertak- 
ing the journey to the Mathers villa 
that the family was ‘‘shy” of strangers, 
and I had made my approach with all 


the caution one uses when running down\ 


the most timid of game. But I had not 
counted sufficiently on the amazing power 
of scent, or some sixth sense as yet un- 
known, that characterized this particu- 
lar quarry. For I was barely in sight of 
the tumbledown hovel inhabited by these 
wild people of the forest, when I beheld 
a vanishing huddle of rags and _ hairy 
figures calling to each other with thé ut- 
most excitement. 

‘Th’ rev’noo! Th’ rev’noo!” 

When I reached the Mather’s home- 
stead it was empty. Even the ancestral 
spoon was not visible. But why these 
semi-savages, above all others, should 
fear a “revenue” is still a mystery to 
me. 

Of course, Aunt Polly Mathers and her 
grandchildren is the most extremé in- 
stance of the return to nature and the 
primitive among the mountaineers of 
North Carolina, Tennessee and Kentucky. 


Here is an instance so abnormal as to call. 


for an explanation on physiological and 
mental grounds, as well as on the theory 
of a unique social environment, or lack 
of environment. But in a region known tv 
the railroad and telegraph, and where the 


mails of Uncle Sam find their way over 


swollen streams and through a maze of 
forests on th2 backs of mules and horses, 
the case of Aunt Polly becomes, at least, 
possible, and one expects to find and does 
find a condition of things more cheerfully 
oblivious to the ordinary rules and usages 
of civilization than would seem credible 
except to those who have traveled among 
the mountains.| <-Centuries of isolation 
have taught these people to rely on the 
outside world for scarcely anything, and 
it is a fact that there is no section of the 
country that would be less affected by a 
general industrial or even agricultural 
crisis than these haunts of the moun- 
taineer. What is more remarkable, this 
lack of touch with the outside world is 
scarcely noticeable as a loss, or as a 
cause for any complaint or unhappiness 
among those who confess to it. On the 
contrary, one is almost tempted to think 
that this racial ignorance has its re- 
compenses, and that the simple wants of 
the mountaineer are a leading cause for 
his contentment. Or, possibly, there is a 
climatic influence to account for this 
prevalence of a quiet homely happiness. 
On top of one of the mighty ridges 
of the Great Smoky, between the Wesscr 
gap and Leatherman’s gap, in North Car- 
olina, is a valley that was once called 
by the Indians, ‘““‘The Valley of Rest.” 
There are still the remains of an abor- 
iginal dancing pavilion here, upon which 
are, occasionally, found the gaudily col- 
ored beads of departed 
Indian beauties. In the 
midst of this scene of 
ancient merry-making, is 
the grave of a departe 
warrior, made, according 
to the custom of his peo 
ple, of a heap of stones. The place is 
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Some aristocrats of the mountains 


clothed with a great thicket of “laurel” 
or rhododendron, and resembles the loca- 
tion of some of the Druid circles of Great 
Britain in the commanding view it has 
of the ranges of mountains stretching 
away on every side in the distance. But 
the atmosphere of contentment, or, as 
the Indians called it, of rest, from this 
gracious little valley ts irresistible, and 
would seem to account to this very day 
for the supreme indifference with which 
its present inhabitants regard the toiling. 
bustling world lying beyond their moun- 
tain ramparts. 

There are no Indians occupying the Val- 
ley of Rest now, and only one family of 
whites keeps vigil in the old dancing 
place of the braves—although In the sum- 
mer. an enterprising firm of vankee florists 
sends an agent down here to capture the 
rhododendrons for the northern market, 
much, to the amaz2ment of the natives. 
who call these bushes, with their gorgeous 


purple clusters, ‘laurels,’’ and consider 
them more in the light of nuisances than 
anything else. 

Doubtless the Indian with his beads, 
his dancing and “big smokers"’ had set 
occasions for more uproarious fun than 
have the dwellers in the mountains to- 
day. There are virtually no social gath- 
‘erings among the latter, the “protracted 
meetings’ of the Baptist church being the 
nearest approach to anything of the 
kind. A protracted meeting in the mo n- 
tains is the event of the year and, aside 
from the religious benefit to be derived 
from it, is the means for brineing the 
mountaineer families togéther and inau- 
gurating something of a community of 
interest among them that, owing to the 
difficulties of travel, is at other times 
too generally forgotten. These protract- 
ed meetings partake largely of the na- 
ture of a love feast, and although such 
naughtiness as dancing are not tolerated, 
there is an abundance of rude hospitality 
and hearty good cheer to give them a 
distinctly social. value, the extent of 
which may be imagined from the fact 
that at the last protracted meeting, or 


‘“association,’’ in the Valley of Rest, nine- 
ty-five people were entertained at one 
house for a week. 

The house was an ordinary mountain- 
eer’s affair, in which. space is ever a 
desideratum, and in order to accommo- 
date the ninety-five guests in the one 
room available for the purpose, the en- 
tire floor along the: four walls of the 
latter was made up into one big bed 
which was shared by the whole party 
for the seven days of the association.

| working.” When a mountaineer deter- 
mines to move, or ‘‘roll’’ his house, split 
fence rails, husk corn or “pull fodder,”’ 
he institutes what he calls a working. 
He then goes around to ‘his neighbors 
and notifies them that on such a day 
there will be a working at his house, 
and on the day appointed these neighbors 
leave their own work and gather together 
to help jn the “rolling,’”’ the husking, the 
splitting or whatever it may be to which 
they have been bidden. They all stay 
at the working until there is nothing left 
for them to do of the particular task 
to which they were called. The moun- 
taineer who calls them pays them noth- 
ing for their labor, furnishing them 
simply with their meals while they are 


with him, and holding himself in readi- | 


both 


j 
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ness, of course, to help those who have 
helped him whenever occasion or @ future 
working requires. Indeed, it is an un- 
written law of the mountajns that no 
one, unless under the direst of necessi- 
ties, shall fall to answer a neighborly 
summons of this character. The lene 
dweller in the Valley of Rest told me 
that last year he answered eight calls 
to workings’ snd had issued none him- 
self. But this year -he expected to re- 
build his house and would thus need a 
deal of neighborly help, in asking for 
which his own labor rendered the year 
before would stand him in good geead. 

Even if he wanted to hire labor and 
pay for it in the ordinary way the moun- 
taineer would find it difficult to do 40, 
for the simple reason that there is very 
little maney- in circulation in the moun- 
tains. Even when the mountaineer takes 
his produce to some store in “the set-

kurthermore, should the storekeeper pay 
money: for what-het gets from the moun- 
taineer the latter so rarely sells anything 
the amount of money that might ‘be put in 
circulation in this way would still be ex- 
tremely limited. But living as he does, 
the mountaineer is virtually in no need 
of money, since he raises’ or makes prac- 
tically everything that he uses—and as a 
rule he glories in the fact, finding it 
thoroughly accordant with the independ- 
ence of his nature. 

One old fellow, Bud Parris by name, 
whom 1 met near the Valley of Rest, as- 
sured me that in hts long life he had 
never been outside of the mountains, 
never see anything larger in the way 
of a city than Bryson, his county Seat. 
He had nine children, most of them 
grown up, but their travels, so far, have 
been confined to a radius of 3 miles about 
the Parris homestead, an uncle living 4 
miles away being still in the nature of 
an undiscovered country to them, Years 
ago Bud used to také an interest in the 
outside world, and to gratify this feel- 
img subscribed to a newspaper published 
in Salt Lake City caled’ The. Desert 
News. But his eyesight grew poor and 
The Desert News was abandoned to Its 
own devices, Bud claiming that he can 
get all the, news he wants and at a 
cheaper rate out of the Bible, for the 
reading of which he uses his father's 
“snecs,’’ which were bought from a ped- 
dler a generatiop ago, and are still, ac- 
cording to Btrd. the best on the market. 

In connectton with his trouble with his 
eves Bud told me he had cured a girl 
of soré eyes BY “the simple expedient of 
drawing a tape through the skin over 
her temples and leaving it there 
for a year. At the end of that time the 
tape was withdrawn and the girl was 
found ta be not only alive, but able to 
use her eyes. Indeed, tape as a remedial 
agent seems to be highly valued by the 
mountaineers, Bud telling me of a casé 
of paralysis in which it had been used. 
The paralytic’ was an old soldier and in 
order to give him the tape treatment a 
hole was bored through his neck and 
the tape drawn through it. The old war- 
rior was then placed in a pit in the 
ground and covered with earth up to the 
chin. After remaining there until the 
tape got in the requisite amount of work 
he was drawn out and Bud declared tri- 
umphantly that he still lived. Not only 
that, but he is. living to this day, and 
drawing a pension on account of the hole 
made in his. neck—which shows conclu- 
sively the peculiar value of the tape treat- 


ment. 

Like most mountaineer families every- 
thing worm by the Parrises is made at 
home, even to hats and shoes. Bud 
claims that it costs less 
to raise, card and spin 
his own wool than to buy 
‘sto’ goods.”” His wife

him nothing; so that Bud rejoices in a 
profitable business every time his wife 
arrays him in a new suit of homespun. 
Unfortunately he detects a sendency on 
the part of his children to prefer clothes 
made on a different pattern from that 
which for centuries has distinguished the 
house of Parris. This he takes as a 
Sign of the degeneracy of the times and 
it is not unlikely that he will try some- 
thing in the nature of the tape treatment 
on his offspring to correct it.” 

“Family clo’es fs th’ bes’ clo’es,” he de- 
clares, ‘‘bekaze them as makes 'em knows 
them as wears ’em. But they’s a paasel 
0’ triflin’ folks a growin’ up en th’ mount- 
ings ter day as thinks what were good 
enough fer thelr gran’paws aint good 
enough fer them, an’ gso0 they wants 
clo'es ‘at their gran’paw never seed nor 
heerd tell of. As ef their gran’paw didn’t 
know mo’ about col’es than a gto’!”’

“Hie must also have a good English 
education, but beyond that it is not 
necessary for h 1 to go. Nearly all prom- 
inent men of n acquaintance in bank- 
ing circles hav. lacked a college edu- = 
cation. They have begun at the bottom 
and worked their way up. 


business, for the detail must be absorbed 
patiently and slowly. Even so the pro- 
motion is slow. We have nearly thirty 
employes in our bank and I suppose this 
is true of other banks in a greater or 
lesser degree. As. they are all capable 
men—they must be, or they would not 
hold their positions—every man must wait 
for the promotion of the one above him 
for his own betterment. It is his business 
then to learn the work of his superiors, 
go that, when the time comes for him to 
take their place he will be prepared. 

‘The main requisite of the bank clerk 
is promptness and accuracy. No work 
can be left over from today till tomor- 
row—every night at closing time the task 
must be finished. Sometimes it is a cent, 
sometimes a few dollars, but whatever 
it is, whether over or under, it must be 
found. Often clerks work until 4 o'clock 
in the morning to find a balance of 5 
cents. It is not the 5 cents that matters, 
but an error even of one t may lead 
to one of several saneoadiilinnd Unless 
the day’s record is gone through then 
without delay and the discrepancy found 
complications of a serious nature will 
result. 

“T suppose the salaries in banks are 
about the same ae in other vocations, The 
positions of paying clerk, collection clerk, 
receiving teller and bookkeeper are all 
important and the pay worth while. These 

“Tl ghould think that taking it as 4 
whole, banking would offer no less or 
are positions that may be reached in the 
general course of promotion. 
no greater possibilities to the young man 
than any other occupation. I suppose, 
too, that the same general qualifications 
that would be requisite in one would 
apply to the other.” 

Mr. Maddox's opinions are particularly 
significant in one respect—he stresses the 
necessity of education. AS an introduc- 
tion to this he speaks, first, of the evolu- 
tion of the banking business and its tre- 
mendous advance from older and simpler 
methods. He says: 

MR. MADDOX’S VIEWS. 


“Banking has changed wonderfully in 
the last thirty years—even in the last 
ten years. Then the bank did business 
only in one community or town. The cus- 
tomers were known personally by the offi- 
clals. Their standing and credit were 
open information. -The: securities offered 
were nearly all of one kind. 

“Now look at the difference In a place 
the size of Atlanta. In every southern 
city the big northern and western con- 
cerns have branch houses or distributing 
points. Most of the street railways, for 
instance, are owned by northern corpo- 
rations. The big telephone and telegraph 
companies are placing their southern 
headquarters in Atlanta: Many manufac- 
turing concerns are represented here. 


“Naturally they patronize local banks, 
and we bankers are looking for their 
business. As there {s no bank fn Atlanta 
that ts unsafe—they are all run conserva- 
tively and with modern methods—it is not 
a question so much of the best bank as of 
the bank that can get the most business. 
This has made competition in cities ex- 
tremely keen, so keen, tn fact, that It 
may surprise you to know that the banks 
of New York. Chicago and other large 
cities send out representatives—they are 
really drummers—to solicit business from 
other territory; like a wholesale clothing 
or grocery house. This has been made 
possible of late years by the quick com- 
munication between points. New York !s 
only a few hours from Atlanta, and New 
Orleans also. BHven San Francisco is not 
far removed. It ‘is easy for these. cities 
to have interests far from home, and to 
do their banking wherever their offices 
are located. 

“T mention these things to show how 
wide awake and progressive a young 
man in a banking house must b@ these 
days if he expects his share of busi- 
ness. Above all he should be well in- 
formed: he should know not only his own 
business, but nearly every other business. 
Take cotton manufacturing, for Instance. 
He should know the expense of yarns and 
raw material—enough to tell whether a 
certain mill he intends financing has been 
carefully and economically run; whether, 
in short, it is in a prosperous or an un- 
safe condition. ; 


THE IMPORTANCE OF 
MENT. 


"This brings me to the most important 
thing of all; particularly, now that busl- 
ness is run on such a large and com- 
plicated scale, and so much of it is new 
business—I mean the credits. In the old 
days, as I said, a banker knew his cus- 
tomers. ‘He knew the value of all the 
stocks and bonds and other collateral that 
were offered. Now, an utter stranger 
may walk fn and offer paper that is out 
of the beaten track. If you are ignorant 
of its value and express a doubt, your 
customer will probably say: ‘Well, if 
you won't take it, other banks will.’ You 
haven't time to investigate it, and {f’ it 
is good and vou. refuse it you have lost a 
customer. If it is unsafe, and In your 
haste to get business you accept it, you 
have lost money. [If your information 
and judgment had been sure and imme- 
diate in the beginning you would not 
have been a loser either way.” 


Mr. Maddox was asked, in this connec- 
tion, whether a college education was neo- 
essary.. The fact was pointed out that 
many men claimed that a boy was too old 
on leaving college to learn a business 
from the beginning. He said: 


THE BENEFIT OF EDUCATION. 


“A college education is a splendid thing 
—almost an essential, in fact. With 
young man makes up for the loss of a

¢da perceptions. Explain a thing to him. 
and it goes through his mind !n a flash; 
you don’t. have to of] the wheels and wait. 
He will have to start at the bottom; but, 
all things being’ equal, he will not stay 
there as long as the uneducated man. 

“If you wish a specific instance, taks 
letter writing. Suppose vou want the 
business of a large corporation at a dis- 
tance. Wouldn’t the impression be better 
from a letter written by a man who un- 
derstood English composttion and the 
beauty of clear expression, than from 
one whose sentences were clumsy, his 
meaning indistinct, and his punctuation 
open to doubt? 

“Better, though, than actual knowledge 
from text books, is a certain distinction, 
an ease not only in conversation but in 
bearing, a feeling of equality among all 
grades of people, which education gives. 
Now-a-days the impressfon counts; it Is 
not sufficient that a man be honest and 
capable—these qualities must be carried 
with assurance ani confidence. 

“And a man makes acquaintances fn 
college that serve him in after years. 
He meets young men, who—from the 
Very fact that they are at college are of 
families, at least, in comfortable circum- 
stances. He will hear from them after 
he has left college; en hi‘s visit to an- 
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other state he may meet again his for- 
mer room mate. If he is in business there

LEGISLATION. 


"Take another ferture of the banking 
business which would be in the line of 
education—tho various legislation which 
affects it. The,modern banker watches 
this closely; the bankers’ association em- 
ploys a man who ‘ives in Washington 
and reports the various Dills that are 
passed which will affect finance. The 
state laws are also watched. 


“To come back to the young man, I 
don't think be can ever expect a large 
saiary or much premotton in a bank. 
Why this is I don’t know, unless the 
business seems to be attractive, making 
the supply of applicants larger than the 
demand. Even the cashier of the bank-- 
and this ig the highest salaried position -- 
doesn’t earn more than $3,000 or $5,000 a 
year. Nor do I sec how a man can go 
higher unless he has capital. The pres- 
ident, vice president and other officers 
hold stock. 


» Still, I should advise a young man to 
enter a bank for the experience ff noth- 
ing else. He learns more about business 
in its various phases there than anywhere 
else. A few years of it will fit him to 
assume almost any financial undertaking. 
His knowledge will be at a premium. 


“Above all would I encourage him if 
he has capital. Banking was never bet- 
ter and of brighter future than today. 
The enormous development of business 
has opened up undreamed-of possibili- 
ties.”* 

Colonsl Lowry is enthusiastic fn bank- 
ing as a vocation, holding that promo- 
tion In it leadg to the highest positions, 
capital not being essential. Speaking of 
the training required he gays: 


COLONEL LOWRY’S VIEWS. 


“In the beginning we take boys who are 
just out of the grammar schools and start 
them as ‘runners.’ We impress on them 
the fact that they must be polite and 
behave themselves In the various offices 
and places of business where they are 
gent. This ig essential. All employees of 
banks should be courteous. Business 
should be transacted pleasantly. 


“These boys deliver papers and run the 
various errands of the establishment. 
After a little they are put at clerical 
work inside, and here the chances of pro- 
motion begin. The boys who are promoted 


If they have nothing special to do they 
offer to help someone else who is busy. 
In this way they learn every detall of the 
business, and when someone drops out 
they are prepared to take his place. If 
they attend only to their own work they 
hecome machines that go through only 
one duty. Consequently they are kept at 
the same thing. 


“In either case, the business must be. 
learned from the beginning, and this is 
why I say that a college education is not 
necessary. All the training must be had 


in the bank. Particularly is this true 
new, when competition is eo keen, Gne

must be alert. In banking, as in a great 
many other things these days, it is the 
early bird that gets the worm. 


FINE CHANCES FOR PROMOTION, 


‘“‘Competition, however, has not affected 
salaries. There are plenty of positions 
open to young men, which pay from $50 
to $75 a month. I mention these figures 
to show that there is hope for the man 
who hasn’t reached the place of cashier or 
president. If he can’t get his pay raised 
in one bank he can !n another. There is 
a constant demand for capable men. 


“And there ts always a chance for pro< 
motion. I don’t think that capital is 
necessary to rise to the highest positions, 
I could name prominent bank prestdents 
from New York to San Francisco who 
started in life as poor boys. I have known 
men fn the treasury department at Wash- 
ington who began work without a cent. 
In fact, I think that the bank official 
who had capital at the beginning of his 
career is more of an exception than those 
who started without anything. It ts Ifke 
everything else—ability is really what 
counts. 


“Banking offers glorious possibilittes. 
Look at the number of banks in this 
country now—one at every corner and 
cross-roads—and all doing well. But in 
the south there is a particular need for 
the savings bank. The north, and all 
older countries, are ahead of us in this 
respect, because they are more economf- 
cal. We of the south spend our money 
too freely, and hence savings banks, 
where every member of a family has an 
account, are not numerous. 


“The banks control and help this cown- 
try. They always have done so and al- 
ways will. It was the banks which fur. 
nished the colonial government with the 
funds necessary to fight England: it was 
our southern banks that came to the con- 
federacy in its hour of need, and finally it 
was the banks which offered the United 
States unlimited funds, and at the low. 
rate of 2 per cent, to carry on the war 
with Spain. 


“Of course, they made money in these 
transactions, but In a sense every banker 


was a patriot. 


“I mention this to show what an honor-

“A day or two ago a letter was received 
at the treasury department from cfc negro 
man named Henry Jones, the property 
of FE. Cannon, of Clarksville, Ga., which is 
worthy of the highest commendation, and 
justly entitled to be imitated by those 
who have been hoarding their treaure 
during the troubles which at present af- 
flict the country. Henry places at the 
disposal of the secretary of the treasury 
$46. in gold, which he hopes will be of 
some service to the government. In his 
letter he speaks of “our glorious cause, 
and declares that the slaves of the south 
have a deeper Interest in the establish- 
ment of southern independence than the 
white population. He thinks if the yan- 
kees are successful the negroes are des- 
tined to the most crue! treatment at their 
hands.”’ 


GEN. WILLIAM J. HARDEE. 


The southera soldier was drilled under 
Hardee's tactics, and the name of Hardee 
will always have a patriotic association 
in the minds of the old confederate veter- 
ans. The sketch here given of General 
Hardee was publisheld in The Knoxville 
Register during the war: 

“Who has been famous by his skill as 
a genera! and daring as a soldier on most 
of the battle fields in the west, was grad- 
uated at West Point in 1838. He was born 
in Appling county, Georgia; served 
throughout the Florida war, under Gen- 
eral Taylor, as lieutenant commanding 
the Second United States dragoons. He 
was taken prisoner in Mexico a day or 
two before the battle of Palo Alto, was 
released and fought at Monterey. He 
was at Vera Crus, Cerro Gordo, and in 
sil the battles in the vicinity of Mexico. 
For his skill and gallantry he was twice 
breveted. He er oe aanten a some 
years ago by the Un govern- 
ment to go to Europe and ect the 
American system of tactica, book on 


this subject is perhaps familiar to a few 
of our readers. Our soldiers have doubi- 
less heard of it. It was the result of the 
inquiries and investigations of a ciusé 
observer, whose training and intellect ‘ad- 
mirably adapted him for the task as- 
signed him by the government. For four 
vears he was commandant of cadets at 
West Point, where he was when [ort 
Sumter surrendered. He resigned his 
position in the northern army, returned 
to Georgia, and by that state was made 
next in command to General Twiggs. by 
the confederate government he was made 
senior colonel in the regular service and 
placed in charge of the camp of instruc- 
tion at Mobile. 

Shortly afterwards he was appointed 
brigadier general and sent to Arkansas. 
where he organized an army which has 
been everywhere distinguished for its effi- 
ciency and achievements on the bloodiest 
battle flelds of the war. In October, 1841, 
he moved his command through Colum- 
bus, Ky., to Bowling Green. He was em- 
inently serviceable in the concentration 
of our armies at Corinth, and tin the 
battles of Shiloh and Farmington won 
distinguished honors. He was appointed 
a@ major general while at Bowling Green, 
and we may add that the whole country 
concurred in approving this action of tha 
president. In the late baitle of Perry- 
ville* the whole army corps of General 
Hardee was engaged conjointly with a 
pertion of that of General Cheatham. 
The facts connected with this victory. 
achieved by 12,500 men, over an army 
three times as numerous, are familiar to 
our readers. 

He has very recently become a Ileu- 
tenant general, and again the army and 
country commend the action of the gov- 
ernment. We would add to our fair read- 
ers that Genera] Hardee is a widower, 
that he is noted for his suavity of man- 
ners as for his skill and courage as a 
soldier. In all the relations of life, his 
conduct is characterized by the gener- 
osity and by the exercise of all those 
kindly sympathies which make the soldier 
a gentieman Superadded to all this 
General Hardee is 4 finshed scholar, and 
surely we may now add that he does 
honor to the lofty position which he 
fills,

A Battle hetween Pale-face 
and Indian Giants.

N the year 1728 an old man was killed 
| by a party of seven Wyandotte In- 

dians from where Wheeling, 
W. Va.. The leader of the 
assassins was Big Foot, a savage of 
BZigantic stature and wonderful physical 
Strength. He had five brothers who were 
also of huge size and were supposed to 
have accompanied him on his murderous 
expedition. The unusual size of the foot- 
prints of the party betrayed their iden- 
tity.

BOOKS THAT SHOULD NEVER 
HAVE BEEN PUBLISHED. 


There are persons of whom we ask, 
“Why were they ever born?” and there 
are books that move us to marvel why 
they were ever published, or who will 
worse than waste time to read them. 

Who, for instance, would give 5 cents to 
read a certain. new, sumptuously pub- 
lished, $5 book, entitled, “‘The Rakes of 
the Court of Charles II?’ One must haves 
a strong appetite for scandal and a mor- 
bid curiosity concerning the habits of dis- 
reputable peopie to read this chronicle 
of the sayings and doings of libertines, 
courtesans, intriguantes and debauchees, 
whose names and acts ought to be buried 
in oblivion and never resurrected. That 
this book is handsomely illustrated and 
printed seems a prostitution of art. 

Another new. book that should never 
have seen the light is R. V. Risley’s ‘‘Lifea 
of a Woman.” The type of woman is 
weak and wicked. The plot is thus con-: 
cisely outlined: ‘An unbalanced, unin- 
Structed girl of 19, marries a solid, prac- 
tical young business man, who has his 
way to make, under a vague impression, 
first, that she is in love with him; second- 
ly, that marriage means going to Europe 
and getting out of a dull life inte an 
exciting one. At thirty she finds herself 
living under conditions that bore her jn- 
tolerably—namely, a cottage in the sub- 
urbs, with her children and a respectable, 
industrious husband, who has ceased to 
be a romantic lover, but who, in an every 
day, sensible way, is faithful and kind 
to her. She rebels against ‘such a hum- 
drum fate’-—though her lot is one that 
many a woman—more right-thinking and 
right-feeling—would gladly exchange for 
her own harder exveriences. But ‘Bess 
Marguerite ‘acts upon -her Pebellious im: 
pulses, runs off to Paris, lives a Bohemian 
life, and ‘goes to the bad’—a career which 
need not breed envy in the minds of any 
young mother with a safe home and little 
children.’’ . 

Still another new book ought to have 
been strangled in its birth, though well 
written, piquant and amusing. This ‘'s 
Mrs. Elinor Glyn's ‘“‘Ambrosine,’’ of whom 
one of the able reviewers, in Literary 
Life, says: “It is a pity that so clever 1 
writer as Mrs. Giyn should see fit to b-- 
smirch the pages of this really entertain- 
ing bock with so much that is unclean. 
A book decidedly readable has been spoil- 
ed by gross vulgarity and compromising 
Ssituations.”’ 

The plea for such books, given by their 
writers, is that th® public taste demands 
risque things, and the author who de- 
pends on the public for his bread and 


butter must cater to its taste. This 's 
an tinworthy plea, because a_ writer 
should trv to improve and -uplift the 
‘aste of the reader. But there is no 


truth in this excuse, as is proven by 
statistics which show that the best seil- 
ine books 2re those that are clean and 
wholesome in character. That simple, 
nure little story, “Mrs. Wiggs of the 
Cabbage Patch,’ has outsold every other 
book for two s2asons. During last Jan- 
vary tre best selling books, aside from 
the “Cahbage Patch,” were “The Vir- 
cinian.” ‘“‘The Blue Flower.” ‘‘Letters 
from a Self-made Merchant to His Son,” 


“The Little White Bird,’”’ ‘‘Wanted, a 
Chaneron.’ “The Fortunes of Oliver 
Horne,” *““*The Jvst-so Stories,’’ ‘“‘The Two 


Vanrevels’’ and “Emmy Low’’—all books 
free from the taint of morbidness or im- 
purity.

Stacks of books and pamphlets were writ- 
ten on free will and predestination, and 
Christian progress was clogged for awhtile 
through the bitterness and wasted engrgy 
of controversy. It all grew out of cer- 
tain sayings in one 6f the letters which 
the Apostle Paul wrote to the Romans 
(the eighth and ninth chapters) in which 
he seemed to set forth the doctrine that 
the destinies of all men were ‘‘foreor- 
dained”’ by their Creator, in Whose power 
they were as “clay in the hands of the 
potter, who makes one vessel for honor 
and another for dishonor;'’ ‘as God makes 
one-man a vessel of wrath and another 
a vessel of mercy. Who will find fault 
with God for this?’’ asks St. Paul. ‘Shall 
the thing formed say to him who formed 
it, ‘Why have you made me thus?’” “It 
is not he who wills, or he who runs, but 
God who shows merc. He has mercy 
on whom He wills, and whom He wills 
He hardens.”’ es 

These and other kindred sentences in 
Paul's letters were the passages on 
which the famous free will controversy 
was founded, each side interpreting the 
sayings differently, while the plainer and 
all-important teachings of the Master 
were néglected. The secular press took 
up the matter, at first taking sides, then 
burlesquing the controversy with such 
rhymes as this:

If hot grease is spilled on the kitchen 
floor pour on cold water immediately to 
cool the grease and prevent its sinking 
into the boards, then sprinkle Pearline

If the kitchen ficor is stained witn one 
of the diamond wood stains and then 
oiled the spilling of grease will do no 
harm. Such floors save a great deal of 
scrubbing .and look much better than the 
plain wood. They should have a coat 
of oil every year, and once in six months 
is better. 

When putting stove pipe away for. the 
Summer brush it.over with a mixture of 
kerosene and linseed oil, equal parts, 
shaken together.

DOES CONSCIENCE PROVE FREE 
WILL? 

Even conscience is influenced by envi- 
ronment. It is, to a great extent, the 
creature of education—the result of-train- 
ing. Its very nature, as manifested 


| through approbation and condemnaticn, 


varies as widely as do the peculiar men- 
tal and moral traits of different indi- 
viduals. In no two persons is conscience 
quite the same. Nor is the conscience of 
the average American identical with 
that of the average Turk or Russian; but 
it varies with the national, system of 
morals and religion .and with individual 
beliefs in regard thereto. 

For instance, if a Jew in a moment of 
extreme hunger or spiritual weakness 
should eat a piece of pork, even fried 
ham, he would afterwards feel the pangs 
of remorse for the act, while I could eat 
it repeatedly without a qualm. 

Again, a Chinaman is acting in accord- 
ance with his neligious teachings by 
wearing his hair in a queue. He regards 
his pigtail as a agic wand that is 
somehow to bring him happiness in the 
world beyond. Should he, while drunk, 
suffer his queue to be cut off, on awaken- 
ing from his stupor, remorse as keen as 
that which follows a real sin would in- 
stantly possess him. 

Then, if conscience is shaped by na- 
tional creeds and individual! beliefs, tem- 
perament or parental training, may not 
a “‘sense of personal responsibility’’ be a 
product, to a great extent at least, of the 
Same causes? Might not a belief in our 
personal responsibility—whether the will 
is free or not—increase our sense of guilt 
or shame. 

But whether we believe in a destiny, 
not necessarily ‘‘foreordained and pre- 
destined from the foundation of the 
world’’—I have never advocated that—but 
a destiny that is shaped through inher- 
ited traits and the influence of surround- 
ings, and through or with the will and 
seldom in opposition to it; or whether 
we believe in @ destiny that _is shaped by 
free will, we all knew the cohsequences 
of wrongdoing—that every sin carries a 
sting—and the doubts ‘and hopes and 
fears that accompany this knowledge 
might, in most instances, supply the 
place of conscience were it lacking. 

In one sense, every individual is re- 
sponsible for his deeds—responsible in the 
sense that he must bear the conse- 
quences, must accept the results of not 
only his own deeds, but often, and to a 
certain extent, those of others. \ 

If we stop to think just a moment we 
shal] find that conscience measures our 
every deed from our own standard, be 
that standard high or low. So long as 
our lives run on uniformly 6n the same 
general plane our- conscience finds but 
little to approve or condemn, though we 
may. be by no means perfect. It is only 
when there is a sudden declination in our 
line of conduct that remorse seizes us. 
it is only when we do something out of 
the ordinary, either good or bad, that 
conscience condemns or approves—save 
in a mild manner. 

If conscience proves free will, then 
why do we sometimes suffer inexpress- 
ible anguish because of an involuntary 
act—such as the accidental killing of a 
friend? Such agony, while differing 
somewhat from remorse that follows sin, 
is not less acute—often driving its unfor- 
tunate victim to insanity or suicide.

Kingston, Jamaica.—-This island occu- 
ples a peculiar position. It is a colony of 
treat Britain and at the same time a de- 
dependency of the United States. The 
Jamaican blusters about his loyalty to 
the English while in reality the majority 
of his interests are with the Americans. 
This morning the local paper has a quar- 
ter of a column about King Edward hav- 
ng a cold, and two columns and a half 
about the attitude of President Roosevelt 
on the tariff question, which is a signifi- 
eant mark of the quality of concern and 
the relative ratio of importance attached 
‘to the rulers of the two countries. When 
‘tthe local merchants dine with the Engiish 
officials they sometimes get so enthusi- 
astic that they stand on the table to 
‘drink to the health of the king, but they 
generally spend the most of the next 
@morning dictating letters to American 
‘*usiness men. 


HP islanders sell us 85 per 
cent of everything they 
have to dispose of, while 
Great Britain ana iue rest 
of the world takes the re- 
maining 15 per cent. Last 
year the Jamaicans pur- 
chased all told, about 
$3,180,000 worth of stuff, and 
the final footings showed 
they had bought more 
from the Americans than 
from the English, Cana- 
dians, and everybody else 

put together. Of course this gives the 
Englishman a bad taste in the mouth. 
His colonists can shout him out of breath

On the morning one of our tour- 
ist ships is due in Jamaica the early birds 
are all out after the worm. The first 
yankee that pokes his nose over the rail 
is surprised to hear “Good morning, Un- 
cie Sam, I’m beggin’ ye fer a penny.” 
In the water are the kinky heads of a 
dozen black and tan pickaninnies bobbing 
up and down in the swell equally as much 
at home as if they were on dry land, 

Pennies are thrown into the sea and 
the nimble little rogues dive after them 
and promptly bring them up. This is 

merely the beginning.

Moreover, it is quite sure 
that the self-governing colonies will never 
consent to contribute directly to imperial 
defense unless they are given a voice in 
determining whether Great Britain should 
go to war or not. In other words, they 
will never consent to be taxed unless they 
secure representation in the central gov- 
ernment at London, and have a say in 
the entire foreign policy of the empire.’”’

England would hesitate to re- 
linquish her sovereignty here on account 
of the strategic value of the island's 
location, which has been greatly increased 
by the likelihood of the immediate con- 
struction of the Panama canal. There is 
anothér obstacle in the way and that is 
the predominance of the biack popula- 
tion and its prejudice against Americans. 
The population of the island qs about 
800,000. Probably 15,000 of this number 
are pure whites, 85,000 mixed color, and 
700,00 pure blacks. The whites know which 
side their bread is buttered on and would 
come over to us without hesitation. Those 


of mixed color mingle freely with the, 


whites socially and because they know 
they could not have this privilege with 
Americans they oppose them. The igno- 
rant black has heard so many stories 
about lynchIngs in the south that he 
thinks we string up a few negroes every 
morning before preakfast just to begin the 
day with excitément 

This prejudice of the blacks may prove 
the rope that will bind Jamaica's hands 
and make her helpless. Her industrial

He puts up at the 
best hotel if he wants to and goes to the 
king’s house when the governor gives a 
ball. ‘Orne mornine 1 saw a big black fel- 
low in pink pajamas parading around 
the corridor of the hotel. A little later I 
found him in my bath tub. When I com- 
plained at the office the proprietor reas- 
sured) me by saying that his color 
wouldn’t wash off. This argument would 
hardly be sufficient to make his hotel 
popular with southerners. At the social 
functions in Kingston the brown shoul- 
ders of ‘‘tiger lilies’’ are very much in 
evidence, while there is a sprinkling of 
white-looking fellows whose hair is real 
kinky or suspiciously curly. When a 
bleck man gets a chance to do a social 
stunt there is danger of his overdoing 
things. A good story is told how one 
ambitious black fellow worked a dodge 
on some Englishmen to impress them 
with his importance. He put B. D. after 
his name on his calling card, and they, 
of course, thought it meant Bachelor of 
Divinity. As a consequence of this mis- 
take they were disposed to treat him 
with marked consideration. One of the 
cards fell into the hands of some one who 
knew him intimately, and when confront- 
ed with it, and asked for an explanation, 
ne said the initials stood for Bus Driver; 
that he had; once followed that calling 
and thought a man should never be 
ashamed of his first love.

He was. a smart 
Englishman who designed this feature of 
the service. In marked contrast to the 
dandy soldiers, and the swell darkies in 
civil life, who go in for ping-pong and 
use perfumery on their handkerchiefs, 
are those who are pitifully poor. I have 
found grown men who are working for 
60 cents per week. In the market are 
women who have tramped 20 miles over 
the mountains to sell 50 cents’ worth of 
vegetables. These poor blacks have con- 
flicting traits. They never molegt the 
whites. The country land-owners often 
go to England and America, leaving their 
wives and children at home without any 
protection whatever. Although tnese 
lonely white wotnen are miles inland and 
surrounded by thousands of ignorant 
blacks, the? aré° never molested. They 
are as safe as if they were quartered at 
the big hotel in the capital. There would 
be no lynchings in the south if our ne- 
groes were so harmless. The conflict In 
the Jamaica negro’s character is his ex- 
treme cruelty to animals. If a rat is 
caught in a trap it is burne@ to death 
with red hot irons instead of being dis- 
patched in a more merciful manner. Any 
animal that falls into the hands of the 
native is Hkely to be tortured to death 
in some fiendish manner. Qur negro likes 
to wallop his mule over the back when 
he is driving it, but he gmeneraily cares for 
it well. He also takes a pride in his dog, 
and the most depraved specimen is rarely 
guilty of the outrages upon helpless ani- 
mals that the Jamaican delights in and 
constantly practices, 

Education and social equality have had 
a pretty fair chance in Jamaica to show 
what they can do for the negro. They 
have raised some to a higher intellectual 
level and improved the complexion of 
many others. But the mass is still in the 
mire—ignorant, immoral, shiftless and 
cruel. With due consideration for every 
honest, worthy colored man and woman, 
to whom I render all possible respect, it 
still seems like the line in the old slave 
song is true—‘‘De Lord made a nigger an’ 
He made ‘im in de night."’

N the capital of the German 

empire, in the heart of 

Friedrichstrasse, within a 

block of Unter den Linden 

and a few minutes’ walk 

of the Thiergarten, I write 

of the American invasion. 

It is all around me. I find 

it in every street and every 

block. It sticks out like a 

pimple on one’s nose and 

here in the busiest part of 

the city it assumes the size 

of a big red boil. Over 

there at the right is a shop with the 

American shield above the door. It bears 

the Stars and Stripes in red, white and 

blue, and below it are Dutch figures 

leaning over a gehip rail, looking out at 

the sea. That is our own American line 

touting for its Red Star boats, and the 
German travel] across the Atlantic. 

Next door is a hat store. The most 
fashionable shapes are American, and 
the best are made by two well-known 
New York firms. They are considered 
superior to any other, and $% American 
derbies are worn by the swells. There 
are American tailor shops in different 
parts of Berlin, and our styles now vie 
with those of Paris and London. 

‘But look at those girls who are now 
coming up the street. See the jaunty one 
at the right. She has a hat with a little 
American flag draped around it. I hear 
her talking as she goes by. Her features 
are German and her speech is that of the 
lower class Berlinese. She is aping the 
American to be in fashion. That is so 
with many girls in Berlin. Since the 
kaiser has been courting President Roose- 
velt and Prince Henry has visited Amer- 
fica pictures of Mr. Roosevelt and the 
prince, painted on the American flag, 
and of Miss Alice Roosevelt, have been 
sold in the illustrated postal card stores, 
and the milliners have labeled their new 
bonnets and hats ‘‘echt Americanische.’’ 

Even American diamonds are sold here. 
I mean flash diamonds of the paste va- 
riety. There is a store just beyond the 
steamship offic® where crowds are always 
locking in at the windows. That store 
belongs to a man named Tait, who is 
better known In continental Hwurope than 
any other American jeweler. He sells 
nothing but diamonds, and that at a uni- 
form price of $1.80, no matter if the stone 
be as big as a buckeye or as small as a 
néa. He brings out the shine with a 
biaze of electric Nghts so great that you 
can warm your hands on the show win- 
dows, or rather you could were it not for 
fhe servant who stands on the street 
polishing them. This man has shops in 
most of the big cities, and he is one of 
the great advertisers. At the time Prince 
Henry was tn Chicago he put a full page 
advertisement in the leading newspaper 
of Berlin, of which the following is a 
translation: 

“Eighty per cent of the American ladies 
who attended Prince Henry's reception 
last night wore Tait’s dfamonds.”’ 

Such advertising is new here, and in 
connection with the craze for American 
things, it created somewhat of @ sensa- 
tion. 

In the same connection was the ad- 
vertisement of a well-known American 
shoe, a full page announcement stating

stores in Europe is right moe 
on Friedrichstrasse. Come with 
me down the street to the corner of 
Leipsiger-strasse and take a look at it. 
It is in a bi building belonging to the 
Equitable Life Insurance Co., of New 
York, and it sellg nothing but American 
shoes. There are a dozen other places in 
the city where our shoes are sold, but 
none which does a business Ike this. It 
is crowded from morning til! night. and 
it ig a poor day when ita gales do not 
run up to 4,000 marks. It has been open 
only two years, and has done a big busi- 
ness from the start. It sélls only for 
cash, and its methods are altogether 
American, even to the negro bootblack 
imported from New York, who shines 
your shoes while you wait. It has two 
makes of shoes, one for ladies and one 
for gentlemen, and sells them at the 
fixed price of $4.50 a pair, which is just 
$1 more than the same shoes cost any- 
where in the United States. 

I dropped into. this store the other day 
and had a chat with the proprietor. He 
is a young New Jerseyite of 25, enthusias- 
tic as to the prospects for American 
trade. Here is his story as it came out 
in response to my questions: 

“About three years or so ago my father 
and I sold out our shoe business in New- 
ark, N. J., and looked around for a ‘place 
to open another. My father had been in 
the habit of coming to Europe every 
summer on account of the rheumatism, 
and in looking about came to the conclu- 
sion that Europe might be a good place 
for an up-to-date shoe store. He now 
visited the chief cities, and finally de- 
cided to open one in Vienna. He tried to 
rent a place there, but as soon ase the 
people found what he was about to do 
they raised the rent. and 2,000 of the Vién- 
nese shoemakers held a meeting and 
threatened to wreck the store if it should 
be o ed. He then came to Berlin. and 
finally rented this place. He cabled me 
to send on a’ stock of shoes. I did aso. 
We sold from $400 to $1,000 worth a day 
at the start, and have been doing better 
right along. We have since established 
shoe stores in Frankfort-onghe-Main and 
in Hamburg. They are a doing well.”’ 

“What is the cifference between the 
American and the German shoe?’ I

style and comfort; all of which the Amer- 
ican shoe has. Tae Germans have learn- 
ed the difference, and they are now 
trying to imitate our shoes. They come 
here and buy samples for models. They 
have imported our shoemaking machin- 
ery, but they have not succeeded as yet. 
They have some big factories, but none 
680 large as ours. They ought to be able 
to manufacture tore cheaply, but can- 
not, although their men receive only one- 
fourth as high wages as ours. They 
work more slowly .and cannot get the 
work out of their. machines.” 

“Will the Germans pay high prices for 
American goods?’}/ I asked. 

“Yes, if the gocds are worth it. The 
people know what they want, and they 
pay well for everything. I thought prices 
were low here before I came over, They 
are not. Men's clothing, if you take the 
fit and style into account, costs less in 
New York than in Berlin. I can have a 
suit made here fur 120 marks, or $30, but 
it will not have any better stuff, n6r fit 
as well as a ready-made suit which I can 
get in New York for from $12 to $18. A 
suit made to order at $23 in New York 
is better than any you can get here 
made to order for $35. It is the same 
with woman's clothing. As to prices, the 
kinds of shoes we are selling for $4.50 
were formerly sold for $, $6 and $7 a 
pair. Then only the rich bought them. 
NowW they are used by the middle classes 
as well,”’ 

One word more about the American 
shoe. Consul General Mason, of Berlin, 
has done as much as any man in our 
consular service to introduce it. He bc- 
gan to urge its sale six years ago, and 
at last got our leading factories to send 
several drummers and finally to establish 
stores in some of the chief cities. He 
Says that there are six or eight big 
German cities where shoe stores like this 
in Berlin could be profitably established. 
These are Cologne, Breslau, Dresden. 
Leipzig, Munich, Stuttgart and Stras- 
burg. 

It is strange thet we should be giving 
the Germans, one of the chief musical 
peoples, musical iustruments. It is never- 
theless true. The graphophone, grama- 
phone and the phonograph are ail sold 
in large quantities. The graphophone 
people have their cylinders put up in 
boxes, covered With’ a picture of the 
American flag; and when the empress of 
Germany bought a machine for the crown 
prince last year the records thus boxed 
were sent to the palace. 

The manager of the German Grapho- 
phone Company, at my request, told me 
how that sale Was made. Said‘he: “The 
advances came from the royal family and 
not from us. One day one of the em- 
press’ ladies in waiting came in one of 
tte royal carriages to our office in 
Friederichstrasse and asked that some 
machines be sent to the palace for ex- 
amination on the morning following. 
We sent several, and with them 
one of our best looking German em- 
ployees to show how they worked.

a show in Berlin he could find no place 
for his show bills, and when the Barnum 
circus came some years ago it solvéd 
the problem by puying up store windows 
and store fronts and putting the pic- 
tures inside the stores. This was not 
liked by the other German merchants, but 
it was a new thing, and at that time no 
law had been enacted against it. - 

One must be careful how his advertige- 
ments are worded. There is a law against 
Stating anything which cannot De sub 
stantiated, and he who does so is Hable 
to be sued for unfair competition. I have 
from Brainard H. Warner, Jr., our con- 
sul at Leipsic, a translation of the law 
of unfair competition. It provides, in the 
first place, that any falsehood in an ad- 
vertisement concerning the method of pro- 
duction, source of supply, or cheraécter 
of the wares subjects the person making 
it to a fine of $357. Second, that spread- 
ing a false report concerning a competi- 
tor.is punished with a similar fine, or im- 
prisonment for one year. And, third, any 
deception as to quality of goods, - inchid- 
ing false weight, is punished for evéry in- 
fringement with a fine of $5. The @ame 
law prohibits a clerk from divulging & 
business secret while employed, and any 
competitor who takes advantage of such 
information is also liable to punishment. 
The fine in this case is 3,000 marks, or 
$714. 

Indeed, an American who comes to Ger- 

many to do business has many things to 
There are new laws for evéry- 
thing, and he needs legal advice at every 
step. One American who is in trade here 
recently wanted-to remodel his store and 
throw four or five rooms into one. He 
asked for competitive Lids from several 
builders on the understanding that the 
lowest bidder was to have the job. He 
awarded it accordingly, and then one of 
the other bidders brought suit against 
him fér the time and labor employed in 
making the plans he had submitted. The 
American fought the suit and lost it. He 
not only had to pay $10 to the unsuc- 
cessful bidder, but also the costs of the 
suit and the fees of the plaintiff's law- 
yer. 
The man who loses a law suit in Ger- 
many must not only pay the sts, but 
also the fees of his opponent. e legal 
fees are filed for each case, and they are 
very low. One can hire a good lawyer 
for one day for $12.50, and the drawing 
up of papers cost little more than the 
the United States. 

Berlin has now a good electric car sya 
tem. The cars are of the American pat- 
of them having been made 
in St. Louis. They are 
sent here in pieces, and 
are put together by the 
German mechanics. Each 
car seats twenty-eight 

In passengers, and there are 
Berlin a certain number of 
standing places on the platforms. Wo 
smoking is allowed in the cars, but there 
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Omnibus which charges 1 1-2 cent fares 


“This was done at the palace ip the 
presence of the empress, the crown prince 
and others. The ¢«mpress wanted one of 
the cheaper machines, but the crown 
prince insisted on the best and got it. 
The money for it was paid at once. and 
within a few weeks others were ordered, 
so that now a half dozen are owned by 
the royal family. I am told that his 
majesty, the kaiser, now and then uses 
them, and that his favorite tunes are our 
plantation melodies.”’ 


The Americans appreciate the advant- 
age of jocation better than the Germans. 
They are rapidly getting hold of the best 
corners in Berlin for their 
different business enter- 
prises. This is so with 
the shoe store above men- 
tioned. It is on the cor- 
ner of the two chief re- 
tail streets. The rent is 
out it pays. The building, which 
as I have said belongs to an American 
insurance company, is one of the best 
in Bertin. It has many Americans in it, 
including the United States consulate 
general and several American newspaper 
correspondents. The kodak is sold on 
a corner further up streef, and an Amer- 
ican cash register company has another 
ecrner with windows full of catchy ad- 
vertisements of its machines. One of our 
chief typewriters has another prominent 
corner, where you can see pretty Ger- 
man girls clicking away on American 
machines at any business hour of the 
day, and the American-German Grapho- 
phone Company has also a corner filled 
with these red, white and blue boxes con- 
taining its records. 

One reason for choosing an expensive 
location is the advertisement. The Ger- 
mans have their own laws as to Such 
matters, and all billboard advertisements 
have to be submitted to the city archi- 
tects before they can be put up. No one 
can put out a sign without such con- 
sent. Advertising is not done on the 
walls. Real estate boards are not put 
up in the vacant iots, and when a circus 
comés to town it has to be contented

with grooved holes into which cigas® 
can be stuck by those who wish to £0 
inside. Each groove has its number, end 
the thrifty German after coming out lights 
up his cigar and finishes his smoke. The 
American would throw away the cigar; 
the German smokes it to the end, @)- 
though he does it in sections, 

The ordinary street car fare ig 10 pfén- 
nigs, or two and one-half of our cénts. 
In some cases an extra fare is charged 
where the course is long, but I have rid- 
den several miles for 10 pfennigs. This 
seems to be the rate all over Germany 
and is just half that of our American 
rate. Indeed, I doubt if you will find a 
city where transportation is cheaper thap 
here. Friedrichstrasse is too narrow fo: 
tram cars, and a large part of its transit 
is on omnibuses, which charge a cent and 
a quarter a trip. These busses run évery 
minute, Their footboards are very low, 
and one can jump on or off without gtop- 
ping the omnibus, There are similar vehi- 
cles on Unter den Linden. 

[ like the cab system here. Not only in 
berlin, but In most of the Germasef cities 
there are cabs known as taxameters. 
Each cab has a sort of cyelometer ar- 
rangement on it, a clocklike affair, which 
is just behind the driver, and so. that the 
man who rides in the cab can Watch the 
hands go around, indicating how m 
miles he had traveled and how m 
the fare is. You pay 8 pfennige, 12 1-3 
cents for the first half mile, and 16 pfen- 
nigs for each additional quarter of @ 
mile, There ts another part of the ma- 
chine whioh registers the fare fér wait- 
ing, sO that one can tell just exactly what 
he ought to pay at any point during the 
ride. Baggage may be taken On -top of 
such cabs, and the chargés ate from & 
cents to 4 cents, according té the weight 
of the trunks, the former
